INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 12.—Claude 
McDowell of Yorktown, this state, is per- 
haps “the most persistent and at the same 
time the most successful deserter with 
whom the United States army officers 
have ever come in contact, and, strange 
to say, this characteristic gets is inspira- 
tion wholly from love.

Had Been a Cowboy and Was “Want- 
ed” for Years for Various Offenses 
Before She Was Convicted 
and Sent to Prison. 
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Masquerading in male attire has ever 
been a fad with womankind. Sometimcs 
the masquerade has been only for amuse- 
ment for a short time, while others have 
continued it so long that they have com- 
pletely lost their feminine identity, have 
assumed men’s names, and as men have 
lived and died. 

Two recent cases have attracted especia) 
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ment heard of him he had reached home 
and was married.

Im- 
personating the sick soldier, McDowell was 


brought over in a transport and as soon 
as he reached the United States he hied 
himself to Yorktown, where the out- 
stretched arms of his young bride waited 
1o receive him. The fraud was diecovered, 
of course, but it was several months before 
the officers could take the young husband 
unawares. 

He was finally captured, handcuffed and 
tried by a court-martial, which sentenced 
him to three years in prison. He was at 
Fort Thomas, waiting to be transferred to 
prison, and was heavily shackled. He com- 

lained to his guards that the irons were 

urting his ankles, and they kindly per- 
mitted him to put ona couple of pairs of 
extra socks. The irons were then replaced, 
but before morning McDowell had slipped 
the trons off by taking the socks off one 
at a time, and again he went to Yorx- 
town, where all his trials and hardships 
were forgotten in the love of his young 
wife. But he kept an eve open for officers 
of the law and it was three months before 
he was taken. He was asieep one night at 
the house of a relative when he was rudely 
awakened by someone at his bedside. Hie 
recognized an officer of the army by his 
uniform, and again he was taken to Fort 
Thomas. 


Was Facing 
Long Imprisonment. 

By this time McDowell had become des- 
erate. Three years of solitary confinement 
was before him, and this meant three years 
of ‘separation from his wife. He determined 
to escape, regardless of consequences to 
himself and others, and took advantage of 
the first opportunity to carry out his pur- 
pose. He was handcuffed when taken to the 


fort, and when his guard stooped down to 
ut the shackles on his angles McDowell 
ealt him a terrible blow with his hand- 
cuffed arms and broke away. He succeeded 
in getting out of the fort, and the dark- 
ness of the night made his escape. Passing 

blacksmith sgop he induced the smith to 
eve his bed and knock off the shackies, 
and in just 52 hours after his capture he 
was again among his friends and relatives. 
This was two months ago and sg, + that 
time he has appeured Fo meg, OF uncie, 
Yorktown and other places, but he never 
sleeps two nights in succes sion in the same 
house and never tells anyone where he will.

In the Nebraska Penitentiary as a 
Man, Turns Out to Be a Woman. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Oct. 12.—It was discov- 
ered a week ago.that Bert Martin, one of 
th most desperate convicts in the 
Nebraska state prison, was a woman. The 
officials immediately set to work to learn 
her history. This igs the story they devcl- 
oped, but the woman refuses to tell why 
she donned male attire. 

Ten years ago, Lena Bertle Martin, a 
handsome girl residing near Springview, 
Neb., suddenly disappeared. The Martin 
family still resides on the ranch near that 
place, and the various members are re- 
spected. Among the few settlers around 
what is now Springview Lena had a con- 
siderable reputation as a beauty, but she 
was different from the girls of western Ne- 
braska. She had an imperious air and was 
considered a singular character. The young 
ranchmen of that section who attempted 
to pay her attention were coldly rebutted. 
She appeared to prefer solitude, and with 
her dog, gun and horse spent much of her 
time in the open country. Incidentally she 
herded some stock. 

In later years strange stories drifted 
back to the prairies where Lena Martin 
was known. She had been seen in South 
Dakota and in Wyoming, in the disguise of 
aman. A cowboy who knew the girl well 
had met a young person up in the Little 
Big Horn country. He thought it was 
Lena Martin of Springview, in spite of 
her cowboy outfit, which cond¢ealed the 
feminine outlines of her figure. The cow- 
boy was not invited to become better ac- 
quainted with his supposed acquaintance. 
In fact, he was rather discouraged by the 
uneasy shifting of the stranger's Winches- 
ter over toward her business hand and 
cold nod of her head in recognition of the 
cowboy's salutation. Then it was reported 
from another source that the girl was the 
companion of outlaws in the hills of the 
Niobrara. She, or a person resembuiing her, 
had been seen with some stolen horses 
which the notorious “Black Jack's’ band 
had run off the open. range. 


Black Jack’s Band 
Broken Up. 

When Black Jack’s band was broken 
up and most of its members were kilied 
or captured by Fred Hans, knowfi on the 
frontier as “Lone Star,’’ he heard the 
story of a young woman who was in the 
band disguised as a man. He investigated 
the case in the hope of capturing the wom- 
an. This he was never able to do, but he

He admitted that his com- 
panion was a woman, but begged that she 
be not told that he had furnished the in- 
formation until she was removed from his 
cell for fear he would be killed. Then a 
remarkable story developed. 

A copy of the photograph taken by the 
itinerent photog®apher was furnished the 
prison officials by Fred Hans, and when 
compared with the features of convict No. 


+} 7889 all doubt.as.to.the identity -of the con- 


vict was dismissed—Lena Martin had been 
found and the mystery of her strange, life 
after leaving her prairie home in Nebras- 
ka cleared up. The girl of whom the scout 
Lone Star had heard in connection with 
Black Jack’s outlaw band and whom he 
came so near capturing upon several oc- 
casions and Lena Martin were one and the 
same. 

When the prison officials discovered the 
sex of convict No. 7889 and Bert Martin 
was taken in charge of the matron at the 
prison and asked to disrobe and attire her- 
self in a dress, the girl broke down and 
sobbed for the first time since coming to 
the prison. To the matron she freely ad- 
mitted her identity, but as to her wild life 
after leaving her Springview home she 
would say nothing. While in prison the girl 
had been employed in the broom factory 
and had done the work of a man regu- 
larly. 

She is said to have been known as ‘“‘Black 
Jack’s’’ wife, but she refuses to tell why 
she adopted male attire. 


Bert Martin’s Carcer 
in Michigan. 

From Springview, Neb., comes the follow- 
ing story of the career of Bert Martin. She 
was born in Nodaway County, Mo., twenty 
years ago. Her mother deserted her and 
her father, Samuel Martin, leaving the 
girl in the care of friends, and went Lo 
Springview. When Lena was 14 she dis- 
cévered that she was of imperfect physical 
development and she eluded her guardians 
and came to Nebraska. She donned malo 
attire and became a cowboy. 

She led a wild reckless life until Septem- 
ber, 1900. An expert with the lariat, a 
crack pistol shot and an artist in the use 
of lurid language, no one questioned her 
sex. It was taken for granted that “‘Bert” 

was a man and a hard one. In the early 
days of September she was caught stealing 
cattle. While the owner was looking for 
the sheriff she escaped and made her way 
to Ashland. 

In the latter town she did a reckless trick 
which caused the Keha Paha County sheriff 
to locate her. Lena won the affections of 
a farmer's daughter and eloped with the 
maiden. The angry parent overtook the 
couple near Wahoo, Neb., and compelied 
Lena to marry the girl at the muzzie of 
a shotgun. When the couple got back to 
Ashiand the officer from the north was 
already on his way to arrest Lena for cal- 
tle rustling. 

On Oct. 19, 1900, Lena pleaded guilty to 
the charge. By her side was a woman with 
a child in her arms. The attorney made 
an eloquent plea for mercy and Judge Har- 
rington, sympathizing with the elieged wife 
and child, imposed a two-year sentence, the 
minimum allowed by law. 

Lena was taken to the penitentiary. She 
declared she had a wife and one child. 
On this subject she is now noncommittal 
and the authorities are trying to locate the 
woman who supplied the- pathos on the day 
of sentence. 

In her personal appearance Lena is cearse 
and masculine. The ears are large... The 


hair is brown, her voice low and pleas- 
ant. Her hands. and feet are small. On 
entering. the penitentiary she gave her age 
as 19 and the officials thought this a satis- 
factory explanation of her beardlessness.

She Put on Man’s Attire and Traveled 
Through Europe With a Wife. 
Special to the Post-Dis} atch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—When the steam- 
ship Citta de Torino sailed from Genoa, for 
New York on its last trip, there was tt- 
ten on the passenger list the names ‘Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Winslow Hall.’ “Mr.” 
Hall was medium-sized, smooth-faced, of 
a genial, prepossessing and by no means 
unusual American type. Much of the time 
he spent walking about the decks. Fre- 
quently he was in the smoking-room, and 
was quite ready to smoke and drink with 
the others on board. Although he had an 


poet OB pleasant manner, he showed, never- 
theless, a reserve that puzzied some of 
the passeng: ers. Speculations as to the 
smooth-faced young man were tossed id:y 
about, 

‘““Mrs.’’ Hall was a quiet woman with a 
pretty Italian face, who spent the greater 
part of the time in her stateroom. 

As the boat drew toward port ‘‘Mr.”’ Hall 
fell ill. The ship’s physician was sun- 
moned. It was a strange story that he 
listened to—a passionate a ign which he 
was obliged to consider and refuse. 

The sick passenger was dying. Consump- 
tion had reached a crisis. And the sick 
passenger was a woman. 

“‘Pray keep it. secret, doctor,’’ begged 
piuscprins oriani, the little woman no- 
body had noticed. ‘‘Her name is Caroline 
Hall. She is a Boston woman. We have 
been dear friends for years. It pleases 
her to dress in this fashion. She always 
thought it’ gave her greater independence. 
There was no harm in it. But pray don't 
tell people.”’ 

But the secret was not to be kept. Caro- 
line Hall died. It was inevitable that her 
story should become known. And when 
the boat reached dock word was sent to a 
Boston famfly of excellent standing that 
its favorite daughter, a wanderer for years, 
had died of consumption on an ocean 
steamer, her only companion a woman she 
calied her ‘‘wife.’ 

Apart from this one episode, the charac- 
ters in which are nameless, Caroline eal Bq 
story is simple and may be briefly told 

Her father is John R. Hall, a prominent 
Boston architect, who is now an invalid. 
Her mother, who is no longer living, was 
a well-known Boston woman of consider- 
able artistic ability. The family home is, 
as it has always been, at Roxbury. As a 
girl Caroline was handsome and of a strong 
individuality. She was never considered in 
the least masculine. She inherited her 
mother’s taste for art and when she was 17 
years old Mrs. Hall took her daughter to 
Europe, where she studied for several years 
with marked success. 

After returning Miss Hall made several] 
trips alone. She divided her time between 
France and Italy and her Boston friends 
would hear every year or two of her having 
had a picture in the Salon. Gradually she 
came to spend all her time in Europe. Be- 
fore she adopted the habits of an expa- 
triate, however, occurred the incident that 
changed her life. The few friends who know 
this love story are too loyal to their dead 
friend's secret to tell her story now. 

It was at the art school in Milan that Car- 
oline Hall first met Giuseppina Boriani. As 
Miss Boriani has told the story since her 
friend’s death. 

‘‘At that school Miss Hall first became at- 
tached to male attire. The students, women 
as well as men, wore while at work trous- 
ers and a painter's jacket. She became 
attached to those garments. To me she 
often said she wished she could wear them 
all the time. 

“When we went through Italy, as we 
often did. Miss Hall would dress herself in 
male attire. At first we traveled as brother 
and sister. That was six years or more 
ago. But it was scarcely satisfactory. She 
spoke with a decided accent, and it was 
not always easy to convince people of our 
relationship. It caused suspicion and often 
annoyance. Then Miss Hall found a solu- 
tion of the di{culty.. She proposed that we 
travel as man and wife. She assumed the 
name of Charles Winslow Hall. I was 
Guiseppina Hall. For the past four years 
we have traveled In that Way. We escaped 
all the discomfort which we formerly had 
experienced.”’ 

Another version of Miss Hall's choice of 
man’s dress has been given by her father, 
who says it was her passion to imitate 
Rosa Bonheur both as woman and artist.

Of course, at this period she was already 
dressed as a man. Why she had adopted 
the costume will never be known. From 
then until the time of her death not one of 
her associates ever suspected her. 

Murray Hall was bent on playing her 
strange part well. With this in view, she 
chose an attractive young woman and 
made love to her. The woman was Miss Ce- 
lia F. Low. She had come to New York to 
study medicine. Giving rather a more glit- 
tering account of her circumstances and 
prospects than the facts warranted, the bo- 
gus man beguiled Miss Low into marrying 
him. And the strange thing was that the 
girl never told the other woman’s secret. 
She dled a party to the general deception. 

Another curlous case ts that of Ellis 
Glenn, the man-woman, as she is called, 
who, after a decidedly irregular career as 
a forger and trickster, in an interval of 
which she became engaged to a Miss Ella 
Duke of Butler, Ill., was finally arrested 
ae discovered to be a woman in masque- 
rade.

Not only have women repeatedly played 
men’s parts without discovery, but there 
is at least one historic case where a man 
played it well. This was the famous case’ 
of the Chevalier d’Eon. The chevalier 
was accustomed to frequent and easy 
transfers from one sex to the other.

once to Santiago, was not received by him 
until June 10. 

This contention was supported by the tes- 
timony of Commander Staunton, who said 
that on May 26 the Wasp was sent to Cien- 
fuegos by Admiral Sampson with the dis- 
patch. Commander Staunton admitted that 
from the 2ist to the 26th no attempts had 
been made to convey this additional in- 
formation to Commodore Schley, and that 
although five days had elapsed and each 
day positive information was being re- 
ceived by the flagship that Cervera was 
at Santiago, Admiral Schley was allowed to 
remain at Cienfuegos without knowing of 
this information and was operating under 
instructions ‘‘No. 8,’’ which told him to 
satisfy himself they were not at Cienfuegos 
before going to Santiago. 

“We'll show Commodore Schley never got 
dispatch No. 10 on May 27, and that the 
first he knew of it was on June 10,” de- 
clared Mr.,; Rayner. 

Mr. Hanna of counsel for the nayy 4e- 
partment insisted that Mr. Rayner could 
not use dispatch No. 10 for the reason it 
had never been shown that Admiral Schley 
received it. Mr. Rayner contended that 
this clause then would apply to other d.s- 
patches.

Counsel for both sides had become irri- 
tated during the session, and while Capt.

Parker, of counsel for Schley, wishing to 
interrupt him, called ‘‘Lemly.’’ 

““C-a-p-t-a-i-n Lemly if you please,”’ re- 
torted the judge-advocate calmly. 

It was shown by redirect examination 
that Admiral Sampson heard of the pres- 
enec of Cervera at Santiago, both from 
Col. Allen and a dispateh from the navy 
department. Commander Staunton said he 
believed the Iowa carried the department's 
message to that effect to Admiral Schley, 
but he was not sure. 


Court and Lawyers 
Badly Ruffiad. 

When Commander Staunton left the stand 
Mr. Rayner asked the permission of the 
court to place in record the speed and coal 
charts which were prepared for him by 
Lieut. Dyson. He said he did so because he 
could obtain no definite answer from the 
judge advocate, and desired to have the 
cherts as near in the record as possible to 
the coal charts introduced by the counsel 
or the department.

of T. A. Marlow, the president of the Mon- 
tana bank, and the name of John R. Smith 
for cashier when it should have been A. L. 
Smith. Both signatures were in the same 
handwriting. 

Clerk Wilson has no definite recollection 
of the man who handed him the bill, as 
hundreds of persons approach his window 
every day and offer bills in exchange for 
stamps. He did not suspect the genuineness 
of the note and therefore did not give more 
than a passing ee at the man who 
handed him the bill. 

The bank notes which the robbers se- 
cured from the Great Northern train were 
printed in Washington and were en route 
to Helena when stolen. 

The pamphlet sent out by the ‘gg cn 
agency in St. Paul is dated Aug. 5. It an- 
nounces that there is a reward of $6500 for 
the capture of the robbers. It has the pho- 
tographs of three men, who, it declares, 
eS. wanted in connection with the rob-

W POSTAGE STAMPS 


M’KINLEY’S LIKENESS TO AP- 
PEAR ON ONE. 


THE OLD SET TO BE RETIRED 


How the Postoffice Department Goes 
About the Task of Selection of 
the Likeness Chosen. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The likeness of 
President McKinley’s countenance will in 
all probability appear upon one of the post- 
age stamps of the United States within a 


few months. 

The postoffice department contemplates 
the bringing out of an entirely new series 
of postage stamps, probably next spring, 


and it is not unlikely that the face of 
President McKinley’ will be on the 2-cent 
denomination. 

The regular current set of stamps has 
now been in use ill years, since 1890, and 
the department considers it entirely proper 
that the old set be retired. The new series 
will introduce something new in the do- 
main of stampdom. 

Since the establishment of the postal sys- 
tem of the United States it has been the 
rule of the department.that the face of no 
living man shall. appear upon postage 
stamps, this rule never has been disre- 
garded. Now that Mr. McKinley has 
passed from this life, he at once becomes 
eligible to a place upon the postal issues of 
the government. That his face shall ap- 
pear upon one of the stamps, and that a 
prominent one, has already been proopsed 
to the third assistant postmaster-general, 
who is directly in charge of the issuance 
of postage stamps, and the suggestion is 
now being considered officially, 
The denominations of stamps most laree- 
ly used in this country are the two- gens, 
onercent and ten-cent, Great numbers 0 
the) five-cent are sone. but a large part of 
t are for foreign postage.

London Talking of the Engagement of

stream Qeneral Who Has No

LONDON, Oct. 12.—A private letter from 
South Africa reports that Lord Kitchener 
is greatly pained by the rumor of the en- 
gagement of Lady Helen Stewart to Lord 
Stavordale.

TO TAKE SHAPE AS “THE QUEEN’S 
GARDENS.” 


BEFORE BUCKINGHAM PALACE 


Victoria’s Figure on Monument to Be 
Balanced by Groups Emblematic 
of Justice, Truth and 
Maternity.

(Copyright, 1901, by Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, Oct. 12.—Queen Victoria, as 
sovereign and woman, will be immortalized 
in a memorial combining beauty and sentl- 

ment with historic significance. 

The plans submitted by Thomas Brocs, 
R. A., a distinguished sculptor, and Aston 
Webb, a famous architect, have been ap- 
proved by the committee and sent to the 
foreign office. 

The memorial will be known as the 
Queen’s Gardens and comprehends the en- 
tire rehabilitatjon of the space fronting 


Buckingham Palace, extended by portions 
of St. James Park and Green Park. The 
central ornament will be a great monu- 
ment, Mr. Brock’s contribution. 

The figure of the Queen, three times nat- 
ural size, seating and holding the orb and 
scepter, will be balanced on the middle 
plinth of the monument by groups repre-

In Mr. Webb’s remodeling spaces in the 
mall will be reserved for statues emble- 
matic of India and Africa, Australia and 
Canada, and the mall will be opened into 
Trafalgar square by a a archway 
next to Drummond's bank. 

While the placing of statuary will not be 
carried out till the memorial fund reaches 
Lord Esher of the committee prom- 
ises the completion of the rest of the plan 
in nine months. This will give a view from 
the Strand into the m@l and St. James 
Park, with the figure of the Queen clearly 
visible through the great gateway of the 
Queen's Garden. 

All the figures of the great monument will 
be in bronze and the architectural features 
will be in Portland stone. The semi-circu- 
lar arcade surrounding it will be dotted 
with statuary and fountains, a fitting set- 
ting for the great memorial of the people 
to the greatest of their sovereigns.

BULLER'S OUTBREA 


HAS COMPLETELY ALIENATED 
ALL HIS FRIENDS. 


ENTIRE PRESS AGAINST HIM 


One of His Superiors Explains How the 
Command of the First Corps Came 
to Be Given to Him. 


LONDON, Oct. 12.—Sir Redvers Buller’s 
outbreak has arrayed the entire press 
against him, and probably alienated the 
sympathy of the court, already seriously 
impaired.

A representative of the Post-Dispatch 
learns that previous to Gen. Buller’s speech 
of Thursday he had received several plain 
hints from the war office expressing the 


hope that he would not accept invitations 
to make speeches. His appointmiént to the 
command of an army corps was made in a 
spirit of generosity. It was thought that 
Gen. Buller could not do much harm in the 
two years remaining before he retired. 
Failure to appoint him would have signified 
a@ public disgrace, which the war office was 
not willing to inflict on him, believing that 
Gen. Buller had done his duty to the best 
of his ability. 

One of the highest officials connected 
with the administration of the army said: 

“The utilitarian spirit of the age has 
taken away those sinecures, such as gov- 
ernor of ilbury and commander-in-chief 
of Berwick, with which, a hundred years 
ago, Buller might be shelved and at the 
same time rewarded. We had no alternative 
but to reward Gen. Buller’s long and con- 
scientious period of service by kicking him 
out or ps him a command that his rank 
demands. f the two evils we chose what 
we thought was the least. Our justifica- 
cation is, perhaps, somewhat sentimental, 
but no army can be run without a certain 
amount of sentiment. 


“As for the public dissatisfaction with 
our progress in South Africa, I fear that 
Lord Roberts and other optimistic prophets 
are, unintentionally, more to be blamed 
than anyone else. No one got up and said 
the Burmah war was over, or that it would 
be over in a foolishly short space of time. 
It lasted nearly four years, and the Brit- 
ish public took it as a matter of course. 
The South African war has probably got 
another two years to run, developing, like 
the Burmah affair, into a subalterns’ cam- 
paign. Continual local disturbances are

KITCHENER’S EXTREME MEASURES, 


The news of the shooting, hanging, Imprisonment and whipping 
of cantured Boers indicates that Lord Kitchener proposes to 
carry out his proclamation or at least to attempt to convince the 
Boers that he meant what he said. 

But having failed to conquer the Boers in the field will Kitchener 
do better with the execution squad, the rope and the rod? Can 
he hang or imprison a whole people? 

Another thing—will not the Boers, who’ have been releasing 
British prisoners, retaliate? Two can play at the game of rope 
and rod. 

Again, what will be the effect on public opinion throughout the 
civilized world of a reign of terror and horror in South Africa? 
What will be its effect upon enlightened British opinion? Will the 
English people, who have ever loved liberty and admired men who 
fight for it, stand extraordinary methods of cruelty inflicted 
upon white people? 

Extreme measures to subdue a people are easily adopted, but 
are executed with difficulty and usually lead to disastrous re- 
sults.

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ILLEGAL DRUNKENNESS. 


Police court justices will doubtless hail with delight the de- 
tision of Judge Dewey of Boston, defining legal, or rather illegal, 
drunkenness; that is, the degree of intoxication which is contrary 
to the law and the peace and order of organized society. Under 
Judge Dowey’s decision a man must be “overcome, stupefied or 
frenzied by drinking alcoholic liquors.’’ 

Hitherto all cases of drunkenness in police courts were de- 
fined by the general term “plain drunks,’ but this term. will 
not suffice hereafter. Each drunk must be classified and, in order 
to insure conviction, must come within the legal definition of un- 
lawful intoxication. The fatal drunk is not a “plain’’ drunk, 
but a drunk with frills on it. In short, a man to come under the 
heavy hand of the law must be “‘dead’”’ drunk, or “crazy” drunk. 

There is hope for the trembling culprit who has looked upon the 
cup and the jigger, when hizoner runs his finger down the docket 
Evidence may be submitted as to whether he was dead or alive, 
or being alive was in a frenzy of living. If he can prove that 
he was not dead, but sleepy, or had a ‘“‘weeping’’ jag, or a ‘‘jolly’’ 
jaz, or a “confidential’’ jag, or any one of the hundreds of the 
phases of jaggery familiar to the members of the order of 
Jagged Friends, he may escape the “jug.” 

But perhaps the decision may have a modifying influence on 
the police. Since all drunks do not look alike to the judge, the 
policeman may discriminate. He may befriend the fellow 
who has not reached the limit and tell him how far he is from 
home, or which is the right end of his door key. He may even 
condescend to stand him against his door and ring the bell.

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PROTECTS THE POOR HOME OWNERS, 


A lady who describes herself as ‘‘a subscriber to the Post-Dis- 
patch for 20 years’ appeals to the Post-Dispatch to oppose the 
charter amendments because, she says, their adoption will deprive 
the poor of St. Louis of their homes by imposing upon them 
heavy burdens of taxation. 

The letter is written under a misapprehension of the purport 
of the charter amendments. The Post-Dispatch favors the adop- 
tion of the charter amendments partly because the fourth amend- 
ment provides a new method of assessing and collecting special 
tax bills which will protect the poor home owner from confisca- 
tion of his little property. No special tax bills will be assessed 
except for the improvement of the property taxed; the cost will 
be equitably distributed, and the owners of the property 
taxed are permitted to pay the special tax bills in installments. 

Under the present system special tax bills for street, alley and 
sewer improvements must be paid within thirty days or bear in- 
terest at 1 per cent a month. Under the fourth amendment the 
tax payers can pay their special taxes in séven installments, 
extending over a period of six years. 

The new system provided by the amendments protects the poor 
home owner and makes his burden for necessary improvements

FOR A SOUTH SEA REPUBLIC 


THEIR PARTY WILL SAIL EARLY 
IN DECEMBER. 


Objective Point Is a Group of Islands 
* Immensely Rich in Precious Min- 
erals and Covering 12,000 
Square Miles. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Under the leadership 
of a trio of fearless adventurers, two from 
Chicago and the other an American, citizen 
at present residing in Antwerp, Belgium, a 
party numbering 350 representatives of lead- 
ing families of New York ard Detroit will 
fail carly ins December on an argonautic 
expedition across the broad Pacific. 

The charts which they will carry with 
them describe a group of an even dozen 
isiands scattered through the South Pacific 
Ocean. The diagrams are guarded with the 
utmost secrecy, and even those whose 
mames have bcen selected from a huge pile 
of applications to aecompany the expedi- 
lion have been unable to obtain a iasting 


look at the exact location of the islands 
of the fea. 

The prime mover in the expedition ts Al- 
bert Haag. an American scientist and min- 
ing engineer who has traveled the world 
Over time and again. It was during a 
cruise in the South Seas almost 10 years 
ago that Haag is said to have accidental- 
ly come upon the patches of land in mid- 
sea. His colaborer in preparing for the ex- 
pedition is Dr. Emil Dorn, a German phy- 
sician retired from general practice, and, 
according to his story, once confidential! 
secretary to the great German statesman, 
Von Moltke. Assisting both in the under- 
taking is F. Forchammer, a nephew ot 
Dorn. These three will form the vanguard 
of the expedition. | 


After the 
Immense Riches. 

Thé avowed object of the excursion Is 
Said to be for the purpose of searching for 
the immense riches in gold. silver and 
copper ore which the islancs are known to 
possess in unlimited quantities. The treas- 
ures are to be gained only after combat- 
ing with numerous perils, which are great- 


er than those which beset our forefathers. 
Haag in his, description of the islands says 
he found them to be possessed of a semi- 
tropical climate, purer and tar more hea!th- 
ful than any country he has ever visited. 
The soil is rich!y fertile and tropical vege 
tation grows in abundance. The natives 
live continually in luxury and ease. No one 
has been able to esiumeice me Veiue UL ine 
minerals hidden beneath the surface. 

The population of the entire group has 
been put at 85,000. Of the 12 islands three 
are large and well settled. The others in 
comparison are much smaller and sparseiy 
inhabited. The spots of earth cover an 
area of about 12,000 square miles. 

Savage tribes of natives closely kinured 
to the aborigines which formerly overran 
Australia roam at will over the territory, 
where up to the present the feet cf white 
men have seldom trod. 


Cannibals 
Ave Pientiful. 

Each tribe has its own primitive form of 
government. A head man, or chief, is the 
only executive, and he directs the affairs 
of his followers. Almost 45 per cent of 
the population is made up of cannibals, 
and these massacred an2 devoured 39 
French sailors who were shipwrecked and 


washed upon the island-about eight ycars 
ago. Haag, who was in the vicinity some 
months later, learned of the slaughter and 
with a party of heavily armed m:ners, who 
were en route to Africa, déscended upvn 
the islands and after nume.sous skirmish<s 
with the natives was final.y victorious and 
pushed his way into tiie Inte-ior. 

After they had thoroughly explored the 
surroundings the miners continued their 
voyage to Africa, and Haag returned to 
New York, where he spent several years 
in endeavoring to interest capitalists. A 
deal was almost completed whereby Haag 
would be supplied with the necessary funds 
oO ogulp an expedition and start for the 

cific islands again; when he was sud- 
denly called upon by a European mining 
concern to take charge of their interests 
in Brazil. After finishing up his work in 
Bouth America, he was transferred to Ab- 
fasinia. After much urging the company 
as given the engineer leave of absence 
for one year, and now he is preparing to 
carry out his long dreamed of plans in re- 
gard to the South Pacific islands. 

Dr. Dorn,’ who has been an associate of 
Haag for many years, both in this coun- 
try and in Europe, has been quietly keep- 
ing up the Pacific islands agitation during 
his friend's absence. Some weeks ago he 
received a letter from Antwerp, which read: 


A Letter From 
Albert Haag. 
_ Dear Sir: I received your favor of Aug. 
2, and I am very glad to know your readi- 
ness to enter the enterprise in regard to the 
teslands in the Pacific ocean. I have not the 
Slightest doubt that we can get hold of the 
entire group at a reasonable figure. 

The inhabitants still live in tribes, but 
‘some of them are partially educated. Their 
chiefs are mostly easy going people, some- 
what inclined toward civilization. A great 
many of the natives are still cannibaiistic, 
but the danger from this source ig not 
much. The climate is to be compared with 
that of Ceylon. The soil seems to be even 
more fertile, and there are extensive depos- 
its of gold, silver and copper. These’ are 
found in greater abundance than any place 
Rone yet visited en the face of the earth.

English Elevators Are Now 
_ Wheat and Exporters 


Overstocked With American 


Are Unable to Procure 


Storage Room---Grain Being Returned. 


Regardiess of the heavy receipts and lack 
of foreign buying, wheat advanced last 
Week. The clearances of wheat and flour 
were nearly 2,000,000 bu less than the pre- 
vious week. The lack of foreign buying 
‘was due to an unusual condition of affairs 
in Europe. Since July 1 Europe has pur- 
chased 89,563,178 bushels of wheat in the 
United States, an increase of 29,109,930 bu 
_ over the purchases of a year ago. Now all 
the elevators in England are filled with 
wheat, and while Europe will be compelled 
to purchase a great deal more grain in 
this country because of the shortage in 
France, Germany and Russia, there is no 
room to store it at present. This condition 
of affairs largely explains the falling off in 


exports of wheat and flour. Ocean rates 
are very low; so low, in fact, that wheat 


is now being carried back from England 
as ballast in ships. It is cheaper to have 
the wheat on ocean passage than to pay 
heavy storage rates in England. It is not 


believed that this condition of affairs will 
prevail very long, as the foreign demand 
will soon empty the warehouses in England. 
Grain men look for an improvement in 
price soon and a renewal of export buying. 
The government October report placing 
the condition of corn at 52.1 was a great dis- 
appointment. Grain men had been ‘led to 
believe from reports from the country that 
the report would show an improvement of 
about 5 points. Instead, the change for the 
better was only about four-tenths of a 
int. While the report was bullish, it af- 
ected the market very little. Traders pre- 
ferred to wait for the husking returns, and 
when the market closed Saturday corn was 
yo only %c to 4%@%c for the week. Wheat 
showed a gain of from ec to le. 
Though ‘the oats receipts at rimary 
points showed a decrease of 857,804 bu com- 
pared with the receipts a year ago, the 
market was not affected much, closing with 
@ gain of only %e for the week.

he foreign markets, and during the day 
advanced on good buying. While the 
world’s wheat shipments were large they 
/were offset by a big decrease in the

10,142,000 bu. The northwest receipts were 
large and there was a good export demand 
and from the millers. The visible supply 
showed an increase of 2.170,000 hu for the 
week and while the Northwest sold against 
receipts the Southwest bought freely. The 
clearances of wheat and flour were 321,000 
bu and the market closed with a gain of 
from %@%c to %c.

Wheat had been selling off for some time 
because of lack of export buying, but fral- 
lied sharply Tuesday. The opening was 
very disappointing with the traders who 
bought the day before the principal sellers. 
There was very little export demand, the 
spring wheat receipts were large and the 
clearances were 382.000 bu in wheat and 
flour. The market really possessed no bull- 
ish features and the advance was due large- 
ly to the buying by traders who believed 
vrices had gone low enough. At the close 
of the day wheat was up from \c to %c. 
There was no cash demand for corn, and 
though the receipts showed a heavy falling 
off the market worked lower. During the 
day there was a good deal of realizing in 
corn and the market closed with a loss of 
1% C. 

Wednesday the grain markets lost most 
of the gains of the previous day. Lack of 
export buying, heavy receipts and _ the 
weakness at Liverpool, due to large offer- 
ings of Russian wheat, were factors in the 
decline. Though there was some export buy- 
ing corg and oats followed wheat down. 
Speculation in wheat was quite heavy. 
There was a good .corn demand from the 
mills. A falling off in the movement of 
winter wheat made the primary receipts 
only 54,944 bu more than a year ago. The 
clearances were 958,000 bu. he American 
Agriculturist published a report estimat- 
ing the winter and spring wheat crop at 
752,000,000 bu. The bulls tried to hold up the 
market, but too much wheat came out for 
sale and the market closed %@%c lower 
than the previous “Ay. The corn market 
got little support. he primary receipts 
were 400,000 bu less than last year, but the 
clearances were heavy, being 104,939. bu. 
Foreign houses reported no demand for 
American corn. The American Agriculturist 
gave the October condition of corn at 59.3 
per cent, a little better than in September.

Profit taking was 
indulged in on an extensive scale until a 
report was sent from Chicago that over 
350,000 bu had been sold for export, with 
the cash demand. still good.

The Merchants’ Exchange was closed 
Thureday. Friday wheat made strong 
gains, regardless of the heavy primary re- 
ceipts and the weak export demand. The 
strength in corn was a strong factor in 
holding wheat up. The movement of win- 
ter wheat was small, but the shipments of 
spring wheat to market swelled the pri- 
mary receipts to 288,667 bu mere than a year 
ago.

LIQUIDATION SEEMS OVER 


Country Money Requirements, Which 
Caused Heavy Stock Selling, Have 
Been Satisfied. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—The decreased loan 
item of the banks failed to show the fu!! 
effect of the repayment during the week ot 
some $15,000,000 of New York City revenue 
warrants, and the supposition was there- 
fore made that foreign bankers continue 
their borrowing in the local market to re- 
pay foreign borrovings. The disturbance 
in the Paris money ,market points to the 
likelihood of a continuance of this process. 

There has been some upward action in 
the stock market during the week follow- 
ing the rather prolonged period of depres- 
sion. The presence of liquidation was dis- 
tinctly relaxed during the early days of the 
week, but there was manifest hesitation 
about taking up the movement for an ad- 
vance and even the uncovered bears were 
not apparently in great haste to cover their 
short contracts. For several days the mar- 
ket wavered before a pronounced advance 
which drove the bears to cover. 

The opposing arguments of the specula- 
tive element now represent the belief on 
the one hand that the depression in the 
stock market has had no other cause than 
the depletion of money supplies by the au- 
tumn requirements, and on the other hand 
the apprehension that the last great cycie 
of prosperity has reached its crest, with 
a prospect of gradual decline and shrinkage 
of business and earnings to be faced. The 
first named element are confident that the 
season’s interior requirements for money 
are about satisfied, or that the banks are 
in possession of sufficient resources at 
ge to meet the demands without forc- 
ing further liquidation in the stock mar- 

et. 

It is argued that surplus reserves of the 
banks now are $17,483,175, compared with 
$4,463,925 at this time last vear, and $1,1/7,3-4) 
in 1899. The movement of currency to the 
interior last year after this date amounted 
to $15,852,000 and terminated in the last week 
of October. In 1899 the movement con- 
tinued into the third week in November, 
but the amount moved after this date was 
only $11,585,000. Last year, however, there 
was a free movement of gold from Jon- 
don during October. This year there is no 
present prospect of such a movemen?. 

The cotton crop has been very slow in 
moving, and this may involve a considera- 
ble further demand for curreney from the 
South, with the possibility of a resulting 
pressure upon the exchange market that 
may bring gold. 

Nothing in the recent markets has so 
clearly demonstrated the extent to which 
capital was embarked in the enterprises of 
the boom period of this year as the recent 
course of: the foreign exchange market. 
The employment of hundreds of millions 
of dollars by capitaliste and syndicates in 
the furtherance of community of interest 

rojects among the railroads and in the 
ormation of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration was well known to the public, 
and there were self-congratulations upon 
the unruffled composure of our money 
market under the unprecedented demands 
put upon it. 

The summer’s events indicate that not 
only our own money market, but those of 
pretty much the whole world besides, were 
drawn upon to provide the credits for the 
gigantic undertaking of American syndi- 
cates. These foreign borrowings have ap- 
parently involved the sale of bankers’ ex- 
change bills of distant maturities, which 
were left uncovered, relying upon the au- 
tumn outward movement of merchandise 
to replenish the supply of exchange and 
enable them to cover. 

The belated movement of cotton, the de- 
creased corn export and the falling off in 
manufactured products, especially irog and 
copper, have kept dO®wn the supply of ex- 
change and have made this repayment of 
foreign loans especially effective in sus- 
taining the exchange market, and keeping 
it away from the gold import point. More- 
over the repayment of these foreign Icans 
has been followed to a large extent ly re- 
borrowing fn this market, 80 that fhe toan 
accounts of the banks has bem maintained 
in spite of the extensive liquidation in the 
stock market. 

hese are symptoms of the extensive 
lockup of cavital not to be ignored, and 
they bring forward the problem of how far 
the-year’s great financia! projects will war- 
rant the sanguine expectations of them 
during the speculative excitement of last 
year.

crop of securities which were issued to re- 
imburse the syndicates for their outlay, and 
in their elaborate plans for the recuperation 
of the market to enable them to renew the 
process of distribution. 

With the additional outlay made neces- 
sary by the measures for supporting the 
market, the coming of the autumn require- 
ment for money forced some retrenchment, 
which exposed some weak spots in the mar- 
ket, especially among the minor industrials, 
which Coos notably affected the public con- 
fidence in securities. The future of the mar- 
ket is by no means clear, although the 
usual upward directions which are normal 
to any decline in stocks are bound to oc- 
cur.

LOCAL STOCK MARKET 


Stringency of Money Market and New 
York Irreguiarity Started Se- 
curity Liquidation. 


The unsettled condition of the New York 
stock market affected St. Louis securities 
lest week. The local market was very un- 
steady early in the week, due to liquidation 
by investors who became frightened. All 
offerings were quickly taken and when the 
s¢liing pressure let up stocks exhibited de- 
cided improvement. 

The declines were general and few stocks 
escap’-d reductions. The tightness of the 
noney market had much to ‘to with the 
wholesale selling. The demand foro 
froin grain, steck and cotton dea'‘ers Was 
so urgent that rates were run up. The ad- 
varce, coupled with the New York weak- 
hess, started stock liquidation. 

The demand for St. Louis securities was 
so strong that the market did not sell off 
much before buying orders poured in and 
rallied prices. Bank and trust stocks were 
eagerly sought after. Mississippi Valley 
Trust advanced from 411 to 425 and old 
Mercantile from 402 to 410, while the new 
stock rose from 402 to 409. Lincoln Trust 
advanced from 278 to 281. 

Bank stocks closed very firm Saturday. 
Trading in street railway stocks was on an 
extensive scale. Transit ranged from 2¢% 
to 25, closing at 25%. United Railways pre- 
ferred was in active demand at from 79% 
to 80.

HIS. FAME NOW WORLDWIDE 


Prominent Educator Who Says News- 
papers Are Petter Than Text 
Books for the Schoolroom.

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., Oct. 12.—Will- 
fam H. Lynch, principal of Mountain Grove 
Academy, whose record of 38 years con- 
stant teaching with a loss of only nine days, 
and that on account of sickness, is pro- 
nounced by the commissioner of education 
at Washington as the most faithful time on 
record, is now achieving still greater fame, 
not only in America but in foreign lands, 
as a direct result of being the first man in 
the world to recognize the newspaper as a 
potent factor in the school room. — ee 

Although it has been several years since 
Prof. Lynch established his now popular 
“Newspaper hour’ in his school, he is just 
now beginning to reap the reward for his 
unique innovation in the training of youth- 
ful minds. He is not only besieged by 
American publishers, but also by ieading 


as read, each pupil rises and tells the sub- 
stance of what he has read—an excellent 
plan for securing attention and improving 
the memory. 

“Thus the story of the outside world, 
fresh from lives of busy and practical 
men and women, come into the class room, 
and the lessons of real life are mingled

Reaches 80th Birthday. 


MIND AND BODY SOUND 


DELEGATES FROM CONVENTION 
HONOR HIM AT BERLIN. 
The Great Gold Medal of Science Be- 
stowed on the Doctor by the 
Emperor of Germany. 


BERLIN, Oct 12.—The name of Prof. 
Virchow was on all lips today and the pa- 
pers, were full of comments on his life and 
achievements. 

Delegates from all countries will be here 


Sunday (Virchow was born Oct. 18, 1821), to}! 


congratulate Prof. Virchow, the octogena 
rian, sound in body and mind. There is no 
nation-and.no city which has not men- 
tioned admiringly and thankfully his ac- 
complishments for the glory of Germany 
and the benefit of mankind. All fields of 
medical science have been influenced by 
him and all physicians are his disciples 
on both sides of the ocean. 

Count Von Posadowski-Wehner, secretary 
of the imperial home office; Baron Von 
Richthofen, the secretary of forei affairs; 
Herr Thielen, the minister of public works; 
Herr Moeller, the minister of commerce, 
and other distinguished officials assisted 
at the ceremonies which took place today 
at the Pathological Institute. esides the 
entire faculty of medicine of Berlin, there 
were present deputations from all the Ger- 
man universities. 

Prof. Virchow on entering the hall re- 
ceivéd an ovation. The octogenarian made 
a speech which lasted nearly two hours. it 
was mostly devoted to the development of 
pathological science. 

Surgeon-General Schaper then a 
his congratulations. He referred to 
gratitude of humanity for the blessings be 
stowed on the world.at large by him whose 
motto has always been, “Salus populi su- 
prema lex esto 

The chief function In the evening was a 
banquet given in the lobby of the Lower 
House of the Prussian diet, which was at- 
tended by a gathering equall as distin- 
guished as that present at the ceremon- 
nies during the day. Prof. Waldeyer, sec- 
retary of the Academy of Science, pres- 
ented Prof. Virchow with 60, marks 
subscribed by the medical men of Ger- 
many to increase the endowment of the 
Virchow Institute.

WHEAT DID WELL AND CORN 
POORLY THIS YEAR. 


Of Late the Wheat Raiser Has Got 


Rich, While the Corn Producer Has 
Done Well if He Held 
His Own. 
SALINA, Kas., Oct. 12.—Kansas will show 
®@ vast increase in wheat raising and a cor- 


responding diminution in corn production 
next year. Although Kansas has for the 


past two years produced more wheat than 
' any other state in the Union, it has a much 


largér area in corn than in wheat. The 
wheat producing region is only a compara- 
tively small section of the state, while 
corn is raised everywhere. Wheat has been 
remarkably successful the past two years, 
and corn this year was a comparative fail- 
ure. Therefore Kansas farmers in many 
localities have made up their minds to raise 
less corn and more wheat. In some sec- 
tions the change from corn to wheat is 80 
t that local papers say the farmers 

ve gone “wheat crazy.” 
In the great corn producing counties of 
ewell and Republic there will not be one- 
oth as much corn planted next spring 
as has been customary during the past ten 
ears. Jewell county claims to be the ban- 
cofn county of the United States. In 
896 it produced nearly 11,000,000 bushels of 
corn, in an area only thirty miles square. 
The combined crop of Jewell aii Republic 
counties that year amounted tto upwards 
of 20,000,000 bushels. Jewell County's corn 
e has heretofore run from 225,000 to 
acres. Its wheat acreage, on the 
other hand, had run from 15,000 to 60,000 
acres. The year 1902, however, will see 
conditions ‘almost reversed. In communi- 
ties, where, two years ago, one could travel 
for miles without seeing a wheat field, next 
year there will be practically nothing but 
wheat. In the southern portion of the 
ty scarcely any corn will be planted.

It is estimated that the wheat crop of 
Kansas this year is between 90,000,000 and 
100,000,000 bushels, and of this the 26 coun- 
ties, one-fourth of the state's area, named 
produced at least 70,000,000 bushels. ‘i'he 
eastern third of the state last year pro- 
duced 8,342,736 bushels, or less by 2,000,00u 
bushels than the crops of Sumner and Bar- 
ton counties alone. These eastern coun- 
ties, however, produce large quantities ot 
corn and a diversity of other crops. 

The crop of the Kansas wheat belt this 

ear was one-ninth of the entire crop of 
he United States. The product of each 
of the big wheat counties estimated from 
that which has been already threshed, and 
the crop last year as reported by Secretary 
Coburn, are as foliows:

Not only has the wheat crop of Kansas 
been immense in quantity this year, but it 
has been extraordinarily fine in quality. As 
a rule wheat that tests from fifty-eight to 
sixty pounds to the bushel is considered 
good wheat, and over sixty pounds is ex- 
ceptionally fine. This year there is a com- 
paratively small amount that tests under 
sixty pounds and a test of sixty-four 
pounds to the bushel is by no means un- 
common. There is also an unusual amount 
of gluten in it which renders it particu- 
larly desirable for fine flour. 

Many wheat raisers have become wealthy 
in two years. Farmers who barely man- 
aged to make a living for several years 
have harvested from 6000 to 20,000 bushels 
of wheat each in the past two years, and 
they have made enough to buy additional 
farms or accumulate bank accounts run- 
ning well into four figures. Other farmers 
who had so much land during the hard 
times that they were scarcely able to pay 
their taxes and the interest on their mort- 

ages, have themselves become money 
oaners. 

The corn farmers, on the other hand, pro- 
duced practically nothing the past year, and 
many of them raised only small crops last 
year. The average corn farmer In Kansas 
makes his money by feeding his corn to 
cattle and hogs rather than <a selling it. 
When the drouth came on this year the 
corn farmers had large numbers of cattle

The pastures dried 
up, wells, ponds and creeks went dry, an 
the farmer with livestock became almost 
desperate. Many farmers were compelled§ 
to rush their stock to market. 

In the meantime the drouth had not in- 
jured the wheat farmer. Rains were plenti- 
ful until the wheat was nearly ready for 
harvest. The dry weather which came on 
them helped the harvest along. When the 
streams went dry the wheat farmer had 
no big herds of cattle and droves of hogs 
to suffer. All he had to look out for was 
enough water for the few horses he worked, 
the cows that give him milk, and the en- 
gine that ran his threshing machine, Rains 
would have interfered with the threshing, 
but the drouth helped it a Everything 
has worked against the corn farmer and to 
the advantage of the wheat raiser, while 
the corn prosvoer has done well to hold 
his own. The result is the wheat craze. 

The implement men are already reaping 
the benefit of the increased wheat acreage. 
In the exclusive corn counties few farm- 
ers were provided with machinery for 
wheat acreage necessitated the purchase 
of thousands of wheat drills. When har- 
vest comes it will be necessary to pur- 
chase just as many new self-binders and 
after that new threshing machines will be 
required. 

he harvest hand problem will become 
more serious than ever next year if there 
should be a good wheat crop. For the 
past two years when the wheat has ripened 
a great ys 4 for help has gone up from 
the wheat belt. Men were {mported from 
other states by the trainload and the bal- 
ance of the state sent thousands of farm 
hands to help save the wheat. But next 
year the rest of the state will have wheat 
of its own to saye and will also be de- 
manding a share of the outside help. 


Will Flood 
the Wheat Markets. 

If the yield per acre is as great next 
year, however, as it has been the past two, 
Kansas will flood the markets of the world 
with wheat. If the wheat crop fails thou- 


sands of Kansas farmers will wish they 
had stayed by corn and livestock. 

This is not the first year that the Kan- 
sas farmers have had a craze for planting 
wheat. In 189] the state raised its biggest 
crop of wheat up to that year, amounting 
tu 58,000,000 bushels, on 3,738,000 acres. Next 
year the area was increased to 4,129,000 
acres and a crop of 74,500,000 bushels was 
produced. In 1893 the wheat area was rais d 
to 6,110,000 acres and the yield per acre 
that year was the smallest in the history 
of the state up to that time. The next 
two years also gave small yields and the 
wheat area-dropped back to 3,357,000 acres 
in 1896. Since that date Kansas has had 
five good creps, including that of the pres- 
ent year. e area harvested this year 
is about equal to that of 1896 and it is 
to be hoped that the large increase in 
wheat land this fall will not be followed in 
1902 by a repetition of the disastrous fail- 
ure which followed the craze for wheat 
raising in 1893. 


THE FRENCH GRAIN CROP. 


There Is a Falling Off in Wheat, Rye 
and Maslin. 
WASHINGTON Oct. 12.~The department 
of agriculture has given out the following 
statement, prepared in the office of the 

statistician of the department: 

Next to the wheat crop in Russia, that of 
France is the largest in Europe, and the 
official estimates in regard to it are always 


looked for with considerable interest. The 
peat minary officia] estimate of the crop of 
901 has recently been issued, as also has 
that of the crops of rye and maslin, the 
crop last named being composed of wheat 
and rye grown together. 


59,276,715 


All the three crops are below the average 
for the ten years from 1901 to 1900 inclu- 
sive. In the case of wheat the deficit is 
21,872,549 bushels, in comparison with last 
year and 9,384,518 bushels in comparison 


-| with the 10-year average. 


That the unfavorable meterological con- 
ditions of the present year have not caused 
a larger reduction in the wheat amp than 
the estimates indicate is attributed by the 
Bulletin Des Halles to an increasing use 
of fertilizers, as a conseauence of which 
there would, under normai conditions, have 
been an increased yield, hile under actual 
conditions the effect is seen in a yield not 
so far ‘below the i'< of previous years 
as the character of the season would have 
led one to expect. 

The estimate for maslin as ven above, 
makes the crop only 224.979 bushels less 
than that of 1900, but 2,519.275 bushels less 
than the 10-year average. The rye crop, as 
now estimated, exc s that of last year 
b ,088,862 bushels, but falls short of the 
0-year average by 2,250,266 bushels.

RESTORED FROM CATALEPSY

Miss May White, Who Slept Ten Years, 
Is Now on the High Road to 
Recovery at Last. 


STOCKBRIDGB, Mich., , Oct. 12.—Miss 
May White, the sleeping woman of Stock- 
bridge, whose remarkable case of catalepsy 
10 years ago created a sensation through- 
out the médical world, ig now on the road 
to recovery. 

The story of her struggle for life through 
long years is remarkable, While friends 
and strangers shook their heads, two souls 
hoped—Miss White herself and her physi- 
clan, Herman E. Brown. 

At one time her case was the talk of the 
profession. It was a hopeless case, all vis- 
iting doctors said. No one ever had recov- 
ered, but Dr. Brown would not give up 

The history of the case began at Ypsilanti 
in 1890. Miss White, then 22 years of age, 
was taking a course in bookkeeping and 
shorthand in a business college, and was 
within a few weeks of graduation, when 
she was taken ill of nephritis on Aug. 4, 
While attending college she had received 
a fall upon a slippery pavement which in- 
jured her spine and caused an abscess in 
her side. She returned to her home in_Ing- 
ham. This complication of nephritis and 
abscess ylelded to careful treatment. 

Overwork had weakened her, however 
and in about three months there developed 
hystero-epilepsy. She would have from one 
to fifty convulsions in a day. This state of 
things continue dabout two months long- 
er. The doctor had been driving daily over 
to Ingham, which is about ten miles from 
Stockbridge, to treat her during ajl this 
time and he decided to move the patient to 
his home, 

For years no one could waken "her ex- 
cept the doctor. Now she awakens herself. 
It took the doctor over five hours to waken 
her the first time; she had then been 
asleep 26 hours. The length of time grew 
gradually less, until i many years it 
varied from five to minutes, usually 
about ten. The longest time was six 
hours. The method of awakening was a 
sort of exaggerated massage. 

At one time Miss White weighed only 65 
pounds. she now weighs 120. 

Miss White has lost the control of her 
legs and she must again‘learn to walk. At 
present she uses a wheeled chair.

The 
latter made an agreement with the patient 
to establish a union of thought at a certain 
hour each day for a stated sum each week. 


She Held 
Mental Communion. 

In other words, the person applying for 
relief hied himself to a quiet spot at the 
designated time, divested his mind of all 
cares in the world and cszentered his 
thoughts upon Mrs. Wilmans at her home 
at Sea Breeze. It was not necessary that 
he or she know Mrs. Wilmans or even know 
what she looked like. The patient was to 
imagine that. And imagine it they did, 
with such success, and such is the power 
of the mind over the ills of the flesh that 
some of them imagined themselves well, 
and, presto, the disease was gone. 

here were many applicants for treat- 
ment from this city, and one of the wit- 
nesses for the government, who had pald 
$5 for relief from hemorrhage, is now be- 
yond the ills of this world. 

This witness was Ed G, Overbeck, the 
young notary who came to his death early 
one morning some weeks ago on Butler 
street. Jack Keardon, an East End char- 
acter, was arrested at the time and

HIS COLONY IN. DISREPUTE 


RELIGION. 


In Chicago He Was Prosecuted for 


Practicing Medicine Without a Li- 
cense and Then Established a 
Penniless Colony in 
Florida. 


FORT MYERS, Fla., Oct. 12.—‘‘Dr."’ Cy- 
rus Teed, the founder of ‘‘Koreshanity,”’ 
who declares he is the “‘Messiah,’’ has just 
arrived here after an unexplained absence 
of several months, and hastily departed for 
his colony at Estero. 

The recent Mental Science sensation pales 
almost into insignificance beside the devel- 
opments from this Koreshan colony which 
are daily coming out, and which promise 
some startling news in the near future. 

The story of Cyrus Teed and his religion, 
“Khoreshanity,” is a remarkable one. A 


few years ago he appeared in Chicago as a 
country doctor from the backwoods of New 
York state. His success was not startling, 
and he concluded to try the Messia 
we ee Calling a few men and women 
topether. he related to them his wonderful 
llumination from heaven,’’ and his con- 
panne discovery of his great power as a 
prophet and a revolutionizer of the world. 

A business man, who has made a study 
of Teed and his methods and followers, 
apares no words in discussing Teed. He 
said: 

“This man Teed was born Oct. 18, 1839, 
and his birthdays are celebrated as we flo 
our Chirstmas. In fact, Oct. 18 is t

‘‘The house in Chi icago became notorious, 
and Teed moved his ‘Heaven’ and ‘An- 
gels’ to Washington Heights, about  fif- 
teen miles from Chicago’s center, Here he 
was unmolest for a time, but the resi- 
dents of this suburb, seeing s0 many 
women about Teed's house, began a series 
of persecutions, which finally resulted in 
a prosecution, Teed being held by the 
grandjury to answer the charge of prac- 
ticing medicine without a license. This 
action was occasioned by the deaths of 
several Koreshans, who were entirely 
without medical aid. 

‘Teed then conceived the idea of going 
4 Florida, where he could secure some 
cheap sand land for the men to work upon. 
There is a woman connected with the 
‘Heaven’ whom Teed calls the Empress. 
Those two characters run the whole busi- 
ness. They succeeded in capturing a little 
money brought in by a new convert, and 
they came to Lee County, Florida, where 
they purchased a few acres of land, upon 
which they concluded to settle, govern the

aws of the county.

He 
paid a few bills with them, and when the 
storekeepers tried to use them they found 
they were worthless, as ‘Kores was 
bankrupt and totally irresponsible. The 
result is that the storekeepers still have 
their ‘unit scrip,’ as they call it.” 

In view of the exposures and the active 
interest being taken in the matter by lov- 
ers of law and order and decency, it is 
probable that Florida in a short time will 
be found too warm for Teed. Prosecution 
will soon b3 commenced by the State au- 
thorities, it is said. 


MARRIAGE DECLARED VOID.

PARIS, Tex., Oct. 12.—A pecullar judg- 
ment was rendered in the district court 
yesterday evening.

There will be 
none of the annoyances and delays which 
marked the opening of the World's Fair, 
the Paris and the Pan-American Exposi- 
tions. 


Work on the big main buildings is being 
rapidly pushed forward, and by the middle 
of November practically all of the exhibits 
will have been installed. The rounds, 
roadways, gardens, lakes, plant ng and 
foliage are all well advanced, and the ex- 
pesition officials are working with an es- 
prit de corps that presages a very great 
success. 
it has a broad scope—this South_Caro- 
lina Interstate and West Indian Exposi- 
tion—which will attract thousands to the 
quaint old city of Charleston , from the 
penta day on Dec. 1 to the date of its 
ciose, June 1, 1902. 

Primarily it will reveal to the world the 
marvellous development of the South in the 
last quarter of the nineteenth century. It 
will be an exposition of Southern labor, 
material, manufactures, resources, products 
and possibilities, Originally a South Caro- 
lina exposition was planned for South Car- 
Olina, rom a purely agricultural state, it 
has in the brief period of 2% years attained 
the position of leading the Southern states 
in cotton manufactures, and stands second 
only to Massachusetts in the entire Union. 
But South Carolina is not the only South- 
ern state which has developed eee y

South in the past 20 years. Liberal space 
will be given to exhibits of agricultural pro- 
ducts peculiar to the South, such as tea, 
hemp and tobacco, also to home exhibits 
of non-agricultural products, such as phos- 
hates; to exhibits of forestry, of fish and 
sheries. The Good Roads exhibit will prove 
of paramount importance, and the exhibits 
from Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines, 
Mexico and the South and Central onaee 
ican republics will command the most gen- 
eral interest. 

The site, comprising 160 acres, is at the 
edge of the city limits, but within easy 
access. One section of it is part of a 
famous old plantation homestead, and the 
grounds are beautified by live oaks that 
would require hundreds of years to repro- 
duce. On the west the Ashley river skirts 
the grounds, and its sparkling waters and 
the surrounding thickly wooded, undulating 
countryside furnish a magnificent setting 
for the group of mystic buildings. The 
Wagener Driving Park, which is included 
in the site, forms an important part of 
the grounds, and will be used as a race 
course. On the Wagener farm thefe stands 
also an old colonial home which was the 
scene of lavish comfort and open-hearted 
hospitality in days gone by. his house 
is a good ngs yr of colonial architecture, 
and will be used as the Woman's building. 
The making of a lake some thirty acres 
in extent constitutes an important feature 
of the work, and the planting of indigenous 
plants and vines, which, in this genial 
clime, grow vigorously and thrive even dur- 
ing the winter months, has been accom- 
plished. 


Will Be the 

“Ivory City.” 
There will be 11 principal buildings—the 
Cotton, Commerce and Agricultural Pal- 
aces, Minerals and Forestry building, Ad- 


ministration building, Auditorium, Wom- 
an’s, Art, Negro, Transportation and Ma- 
chinery buildings. They wil] be construct- 
ed of timber, and the exteriors will be com- 
pletely covered with “staff."’ The predomi- 
nating colors will be a soft ivory, with 
white trimmings, and in many cases a color 
enrichment ih shades of and orange. 
When night falls soft lights of various col- 
ors from the conning tower will change as 
by magic, the whole color scheme of ivory 
to pale tones of violet, seaweed green, 
azure, gers and white, the shadows of the 
tropica ae being outlined against the 
buildings with their rich Spanish renais- 
sance oramentation. When, too, the Court 
of Palaces, with its domes and minarets, 
will be outlined in electric lamps, while the 
formal garden and pathways, also illumi- 
nated, will be a fairyland of beauty. 

One gets a good idea of the importance 
of the Expvusition from the magnificence of 
the Court of Palaces. The main buildin 
will be grouped around it. It will be 1 
feet in length, over 900 feet in width, with a 
sunken garden in the center 700 feet long 
and 460. feet wide. It contains 1,650,000 sqhare 
feet, as against 563,000 square feet at Chi- 
cago, 720, pyeare feet at Paris and 1,- 
630,000 square feet at Buffalo. 

The site has lent itself naturally to ex- 
osition purposes. At the northern end na- 
ure has accomplished results and made 
possiblo landscape effects which it would 
take centuries to reproduce, even at an 
enormoug outlay. For this réason this half 
of the exposition grounds will form a nat- 
ural park of Fe beauty. Instead of the 
usual dusty, blinding, tiresome, shadeless 
roadway, a winding path of 100 feet in 
width will be carried under the Speen 
live oaks along the edge of the lake, wit 
seats in shady nooks. Through the follage, 
placed here and there pee appropriate 
pedestals, will be found interesting groups 
of statuary by the most celebrated sculpt- 
ors.

Woman’s 
Department. 

The woman’s department has been organ- 
ized, with Mrs. Sarah Calhoun Simonds at 
its head. A number of committees have 
been formed to have charge of the various 
departments of music, fine arts, floriculture, 


etc., and the Colonial Dames of Charles- 
ton will have charge of the colonial ex- 
hibit. This exhibit will be housed in three 
of the rooms of the old coloninl aome, and 
it is expected to be one of the most com- 
lete sver made. The women of Charles- 
on have taken hold of the exposition idea 
with characteristic spirit and ability. Al- 
ready a considerable sum has been raised, 
and the prospect now is that the work ac- 
complished by them will be fully equal in 
extent and importance to the work which 
the men are so ably accomplishing. The 
women of.the state have also formed them- 
selves into committees and have ardently 
taken up the work of providing for and col- 
lecting worthy exhibits from the various 
counties of the state. The women of Bal- 
timore and other cities have also interest- 
ed t selves in the movement to a consid- 
erable cxtent.

Opposite the Administration Building will 
be found an appropriate entrance to the 
live stock exhibit, for which fifteen acres 
of ground have been set aside,

placed at the northern end of the gar- 
dens, on the plaza, other stands will be 
erected throughout the grounds, where 
those who enjoy outdoor music may do s0 
to their heart’s content. 

That the Midway—one of the most inter- 
esting features of modern expositions—has& 
not ‘been neglected will be evident from 
the imposing entrance leading from the 
Court of Palaces to the land of fun and 
frolic.

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LOTTERY LAW TO BE PASSED ON 


Two Other Cases Involving Relations 
of Insular Possessions to United 
States to Be Tried. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The United 
States Supreme Court will assemble Oct. 14 
at 12 o'clock for the fall term. As usual 
on such occasions, when the President is in 
the city, the court will adjourn and formal- 
ly visit the White House to pay its re- 
spects to the chief executive. This will be 
all the business transacted that day. 

The court will proceed to regular busi- 
ness on Tuesday. As Monday is the usual 


day for handing down decisions, it is not 
expected there will be any decisions on 
Tuesdays. The time probably will be oc- 
cupied with motions for admissions to the 
bar, for the advancement of cases and for 
writs of certiorari. 


Two lottery cases, one from ~~~ and 
another from Cincinnati, which involve the 
validity of the anti-lottery law, will be 
heard early. Another important case to 
be taken up soon is known as the “Mixer’’ 
case, the Carnegie company vs. the Cam- 
bria Iron Co., involving rights in a patent 
process for making steel. 
When the court adjourned last spring 
there were 28 cases which had been argued, 
but not decided. The most important of 
these were two insular cases, one being an- 
other Dooley case from Porto Rico, which 
involved the right of the United States to 
levy andi collect duties on goods going from 
this country into Porto Rico after the For- 
aker law went into effect. This pendin 
also the “four dlamond ri ** cases, whic 
is only one affecting the ‘Philippines. This 
case arose upon the arrest of a soldier who 
brought four diamond rings from the Phil- 
ippines into the United States without pay- 
ing duty. No law having n passed reia- 
tive to tariff rates to and m the Philip- 
pines, the government has asserted its 
right to levy and collect taxes on all ar- 
ticles coming from the Philippines, charging 
the fyll Dingley rates. The opposing coun- 
sel argued that as the Philippines became 
United States territory, there could be no 
customs duties on goods from the islands. 
It will be remembered that in the Downs 
cases the court held that until the Foraker 
law was pa goods from Porto Rico 
were entitled to free admission. and some 
believe that this oninion is really a fore- 
runner of the decision in the diamond rin 
case, although many lawyers hold that the 
continued military control in the Philip- 
pines may have some effect In determining 
the issue.

CHANGE MEANS $500,000 YEAR- 
LY OUTLAY TO THE COMPANY. 


The Yards Most Affected Are at Cen- 
tralia, Springfield, Clinton and 
Freeport, Ill., and Mem- 
phis and Dubuque. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Five thousand em- 
ployes of the MIillinols Central Railway, 
including brakeman, switchmen, yardmen 
and conductors, will receive an inoreagse in 
wages within the next month. This was 
decided on in a conference between the of- 
ficers of the road and representatives of 
the Order of Conductors and the Wrother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen. It involves an 
increase of expenses on the part of the 
company amounting to between $400,000 and 


$500,000 annually, the largest single. in- 
crease in wages granted by any + western 
road in ten years. 

According to the New arrangements, all 
freight conductors will be allowed pay for 
overtime, something that hag not been 
done heretofore. Their hours of work are 
reduced from 12 to 11 a day, and as this 
does not Include a lowering of wages, it 
means practically an increase of pay. for 
orem they are to receive 83 cents an 
10ur. 

The local brakemen are also to have 
their hours cut to 11 from the old period 
of 12, and for each hour of overtime they 
are to receive 22 cents. 

The difference in wages due to absorb- 
ing of “fecders’’. was felt carefully in the 
switch yards, of which there are over 100 
throughout the system. The men em- 
ployed in these yards were getting from 
30) to $5 per month. Under the new 
schedule they will receive from $60 to $65.

fendants, who had pleaded guilty, were sen- 
tenced. 


They were H. H. Ball, who was prosecut- 
ing attorney of the county when he was ar- 
rested; Conrad R. Rainey, former collector 
of the county; Levi Rainey, his brother; 
J. L. Woods, real estate dealer and soldier 
of fortune, and James 8. Butcher and 
George 8S. Delaney, who were accused of 
keeping the mushroom stores through 
which the operations were carried on suc- 
cessfully. 


All the defendants peas guilty. Judge 
John F. Phillips of the United States Dis- 
trict Court sentenced all of them to one 
Gay in jail and assessed the following fines:

In one case they made a 
showing for $11,000. A less shrewd credit 
manipulator than the person who prepared 
these applications would have said that th« 
applicant had no Habilities. But he feared 
that might raise suspicion and he stated 
that the applicant owed $420 on his stock. 

The credit agency, upon receiving the ap- 
plication, wrote to some person at Norwood 
| where the scheme was utilized, inquiring if 
| the applicant was worth as much as he 
| stated. It is alleged that these letters al-

who answered with a letter even more cun- 
ning than the credit application. 

He said it was absurd for the applicant 
to claim so much wealth, and that he was 
probably good for’. three-fourths’ that 
amount. This letter getti'ed.the standing of 
the applicant with the wholesale mer- 
chants, and he immediately proceeded to 
buy to the limit of his credit. 

It was alleged that sometimes these goods 
were delivered at the stcre and that some- 
times they were distributed from the rall- 
road station among the sharers in the 
scheme. When the ‘“‘merchant’s’’ bills be- 
came due he had nothing with which to 
pay and his creditors closed in on him, 
usually finding an empty store. 

Many attempts were made to secure in- 
dictment against persons supposed to have 
connection with these frauds, but they 
failed because the men who were accused 
controlled the county and always managed 
to pack the grandjury with their friends 
they thought trouble was brewing. 
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BALL IS ONE OF THE OFFICIALS WHO PROSECUTED THEM. 


For 14 years these mushroom merchants 
prospered at Norwood, which became known 
among wholesale merchants as the store- 
wrecking town. Failures were so numer- 
ous there that one did not.arouse any dis- 
cussion. 

In October, 1900, wholesale merchants 
asked the United States government to 
take up the cases on the ground that the 
mails were being used to accomplish the ob- 
ject of the conspirators. 

Inspectors were set to work on the case 
and they arrested the defendants. Follow- 
ing is the manner in which each was 
charged with implication in the scheme:

His Heirs May Soon Receive a Fortune 
for His Patent on the Latter Pro- 
cess He Invented. 


DENVER, Colo., Oct. 12.~—Inventor of the 
diamond drill, a device which has added 
millions to the mineral wealth of the world, 
Ashel J. Severance, died in poverty in Den- 
ver recently. 

One hundred thousand dollars, a mere 
fraction of what the patent was really 
worth, was realized by Severance and his 
partners for’ the aiamond drill years ago. 
This money was lost in investments and 
dissipated by Severance’s partners, 80 the 
old man for seyeral years has had no 


‘property except his patents for a ‘process 


of making Damascus steel. . 

~ So many inventors have claimed to have 
rediscovere@ this valuable secret that Sev- 
erance found difficulty in king any 


pitalists believe he had actually found it, 
sus steel pat- 


fident in the final triumph of his ideas, 
Severance went on with the work and 
waited for capital. Some of his friends 
interested a capitalist in the Damascus 


steel patents. 

Just as it seemed sure that the old man 
was:to receive enough to make him inde- 
endent for the rest of his days, he died, 
t is probable that the patents will be sold 
during the next few months, and that his 
relatives will get a fortune. 

Severance was born in Vermont in 1829. 
In 1870 he first came prominently before 
the mining world. In that year he and 
his partners seld the diamond drill device 
for $100,000. Shortly after that he went 
to Colorado, and from that time on was 
interested in many mining ventures. 

Some two years ago Mr. Severance’s wife 
died, and since that time he has taken 
little interest in work. His mind seemed 
obscured by grief. Severance had several 
brothers and one daughter, the wife of 
ex-Gov. Knapp of Alaska, who resides in 
Seattle.

Myth and History Make it 
Interesting. 


WAS ONCE SEEN AS A PHANTOM 


Is FILLED WITH THE MOST PIv- 
TURESQUE RUINS. 


Seat of Formerly Powerful Community 
of Merchants, It Is One of the 
Richest Places in Europe 
for Antiquities. 


VISBY, Sweden, Oct. 12.—The sagas of 
Sweden tell of a floating island on the Bal- 
tic Sea which in ancient times could be 
seen by moonlight, low and dim, and many 
mariners beheld it as they sailed to and 
fro, but before they could reach its shores 
it sank out of sight and drifted away like 
a phantom ship. |At last a Viking named 
Thjelvar sailed forth from Sweden in quest 
of this ghostly derelict, and, having dis- 
covered it. to be. fair and beautiful, landed, 
built a fire and went into camp. The flamés 
and smoke frightened away the powers of 
darkness which had bewitched the island 
and held it under control, and ever since it 
has been decent and orderly, and when it 
was settled became known as Gotland. The

Perhaps the Big oe concerning its disap- 
pearance en ny ave been due to the fogs 
that frequently cover its surface and com- 
pletely hide it from passing ships, for there 
was always some basis for the myths of 
the middle ages. None of them were made 
of whole clot t the same time the tide 
marks upon the rocky coast of Gotland and 
the observations made by meteorologists 
within a century and a half show that the 
island is gradually rising or that the sea 
is receding, whichever way you prefer 
put it. As on the coast of Norway, the tide 
marks show that the water was once higher 
by 70 feet. There are places where 40 or 59 
tide marks may be counted, one above the 
other, upon the rocks. The shores are in- 
dented by cliffe which formerly inclosed

The island is about seventy miles long 
and thirty miles wide, and at present has 
about 60,000 inhabitants, who are engaged 
in farming and breeding cattle. Their 
commercial enterprise has gone long ago, 
but it is not forgotten. In the tenth cen- 
tury, Visby, the capital, became the cen- 
tral trading place for northern Europe and 


western Asia, and a centur later had 
risen to such importance that it was made 
one of the~ stations of the Hanseatic 
League. Here merchants from Eng- 
land, France, Spain, Italy, Germany and 
the low countries brought their products 
to exchange for wares from Russ Hun- 
gary, Bohemia, Turkey, Asia Minor, Turke- 
stan. Persia and even from India and Ca- 
thay. All the great merchants of the 
world had agents here, and for its popula- 
tion Visby was the wealthiest city in the 
world. 

It continued to control trade until the 
thirteenth century, when there were 12, 
merchants. divided into sixteen ilds, each 
guild having its own house of reli gious wor- 
ship, endeavoring to outrival my others in 
the ‘grandeur of its architecture and the 
sumptuoushess of its equipment. The roof- 
less walls of nearly all these churches are 
still standing, and their ruins make Visby 
one of the most picturesque cities. The 
ancient capital of Guatemala, known as 
Antigua, built by Alvarado, the notin = 
of Cortez in the conquest of Mexico, u 
the ruins of the Aztec palaces and temp 
and destroyed by an earthquake in 
latter part of the sixteenth re ne call roba- 
bly presents the finest assortment of ruins 
in the world, and there is nothing in north- 
ern Europe that will compare with. Visby 
in this respect. Kenilworth Castle and the 
ruined abbeys of Scotland would be mere 
items in the catalogue of Visby’s ivy-clad 
ruins. 

The merchants of Visby formed a code 
of rules tto povers commerce which was 
adopicd by other cities of Europe and Asia, 
and finally became recognized as authority 
all over the world. These rules are the 
basis of the present admiralty laws of 
civilized nations.

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World's Fair May Have 
Artesian Well to Supply 
Water. for Lagoons 

and Refreshments. 


HE commission of architects of the 
Loulsiana Purchase Exposition have 
discussed supplying this greatest of 


world’s fairs with water by boring artesian 
wells, 


The commission has made this suggestion 
to the executive committee. It has had a 
geologist look over the ground, and has as- 
certained to its satisfaction that the arte- 
sian well offers a solution of the problem 
of where the Fair is to get an abundance 
of pure water for refreshment, clear water 
for its lagoons and healthful water for its 
baths. 

The artesian wells are suggested because 
of a fear that the river water will not meet 
the requirements. The Fair must have 
water that is pure and very clear. It must 
have water of a quality that will make its 
lagoons beautiful and heighten the fresh- 
ness of its landscapes. For these reasons 
the architects suggested artesian wells, 
feeling that in this wise, and at no very 
great expenses, the Fair might tap an end- 
less supply of pure water under its very 
fret. 

Gustav Hambach, professor of geology at 
Washington University and a fleld worker 
in geology for many years, talked of the 
artesian well project to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. A

DO not believe the Fair can be satis- 

factorily supplied with water from ar- 

tesian wells. St. Louls is not a good 
place for artesian wells. We have too many 
intervening strata to ruin the water before 
it reaches the surface. 

The artesian wells already bored here have 
not been successes, except in the case of the 
Belcher well, which furnishes medicinal 
waters. There is no artesian well here 
which furnishes absolutely pure water or 
even water pleasant to the taste. 

The deepest well ever bored in St. Louis 
or in the vicinity is at the Insane Asylum. 
The well there is 3840 feet deep. It pene- 
trates the Chester, St. Louis, Warsaw Keo- 
kuk, Burlington an@ Kinderhook lime- 
stones, the thin Chouteau and Hamilton 
strata of the Upper Devonian and the 
Devonian and reaches into the lower 
Silurian. 

All rock lies in strata—in layers like a 
cake. These are the geological names of 
these strata under the City of St. Louis. 
They are all so named from some point 
where they crop out. The St. Louis lime- 
stone is so named because it is the most 


prominent outcropping at St. Louis; the 
Chester limestone for Chester, Ill; the 
Burlington and Keokuk limestones for 


Burlington and Keokuk, Io. When we say 
an artesian well is sunk through the Car- 
boniferous, Devonian and Silurian, we 
mean that the drill penetrated the three 
geological groups of rock strata which 
have been formed since the earth has sup- 
ported life. The first life—lizards, etc.— 
appeared in the Silurian age, 50 named 
an ancient people of 


from the Silures, 
England and Wales, in whose country the 
Silurian cropped out. The fishes ap- 


peared in the Devonian age, and because 
these rocks are prominent in Devonshire, 
England, it is called the Devonian. The 
first vegetatfon, from which is the coal, 


appeared in the next age, and because of 
the carbon in coal we call this the Car- 
boniferous, 

The water of this very deep well Is so 
saline that four quarts of it yield one 
quart of salt. There is really nothing for 
which it may be used. Such a well at the 
Fair grounds’ would be useless, because its 
water would be impure and would taint 
everything with which it came in contact. 

The Belcher well on O'Fallon street, two 
blocks abobve the river, is 2300 feet deep. 
It yields the Belcher water, which would 
not serve for Fair purposes. When this 
well was bored the water came to the sur- 
face, but now, like the well at the Insane 
Acylum, it falls considerably short of the 
surface and must be pumped out. 

The Planters’ Hotel has a deep-water 
well, but-it is not artesian. It is merely a 
very deep well, bored into a subterranean 
stream. This is good water. It comes from 
a depth of about 800 feet. This water sup- 
ply may be found here and there by boring, 
but it is not widespread under the city. It 
may be the good fortune of the Fair people 
to find good water, and an abundance of it, 
at a depth of five, six, seven or eight hun- 
dred feet, but this would not be artesian 
water and its discovery is a remote chance. 

The artesian water is under the city at 
every point, but it is not good water. We 
have too many saline and sulphurous strata 
between the surface and the impervious 
strata in which the water is lodged. 

I do not believe a deeper search for pure 
water than any heretofore made at St. 
Louis would profit the Fair people anything. 
The Insane Asylum well encountered salt 
in such quantities that a well, driven even 
lower, must be more or less affected by this 
saline matter, despite all piping that may 
be done. 

Another reason why I discredit the ar- 
tesian well suggestion is that the artesian 
wells bored in and around St. Louis do not 
flow any large volume of water. They are 
all lacking in pressure, and a great many 
ef them would be required to furnish the 
Fair water enough for its baths and 
lagoons. Water from the Meramec river 
would be cheaper and more satisfactory. 

Artesian wells are bored with a steel drill. 
It is not a core drill like that used in pros- 
pect drilling in mining regions, but crushes 
the stone and crumbles it fine enough for 
it to be drawn out through a pipe. The 
wells are piped. te.szive them pressure and 
purity, fox without the pipe to imprison ft, 
the water escapes into the strata which line 
it, absorbing en route all that is salty and 
sulphurous, and having very little pressure

} N acre of hillside land two miles 
: south of Jefferson Barracks is the 
. St. Helena of Dong Gong, Chinese 
leper, the most shunned man in Missouri. 
For the remaining years of his life, 
which may. number five to fifteen years, 
the high barbed wire fence around his lit- 
tle domain will be the boundary line of lib- 
erty for Dong Gong and his nurse, Dr. 
“ouis Knapp. 

Physician and patient, alike prisoners, 
were finally shut off from communication 
with their fellow men one week ago, when 
representatives of the St. Louis health de- 
partment made their last visit to the prem- 

F. ises. 

; Except that a dwelling, clothing and un- 
cooked food are provided them, Dr. Knapp 

F and his patient have been thrown upon 

their own resources as thoroughly as were 

Robinson Crusoe and his man Friday. 

Dr. Knapp differs from DeFoe’s hero 
in that he is a voluntary exile from humar 
fociety. He is less fortunate in his com- 
panionship, for he, as much as_ others, 
must avoid association with his patient. 

To discover a cure for leprosy, or to 
contribute to such a discovery, is the hope 
which has led Dr. Knapp to renounce the 
society of his wife and family and of the 
4 outside world. It is a hope tn which none 

of his superiors in the Health Department 

@Weshare. They believe that the disease 

- which has baffled medical science in every 
ee age of history will not yield its secret to 

the student of a single case. 

Two months of utter ftsolation in the 

* heart of St. Louis served as a prelude to 
\ the country life which awaits the leper 

» and his physiican. Two rooms on the third 

floor of the old abandoned city hall were 

*“ occupied by Dong Gong from August 10, 

« the day of his capture, to October 5. Dr. 
» Knapp took charge of the patient on Aug- 
ust 20. Outdoor exercise and occupation 
for hand and eye were denied to both, and 
~? fo both the time spent in the gloomy build- 
| Ing is an unpleasant memory. 

Gardening, poultry raising and floricul- 
ture will be po<csible diversions for the two 
prisoners in the new quarters. These oc- 
©. eupations offer protection from ennui and 
|. despondency, and the means for such pur- 
*’, suits will be furnished by the city when 
*~ they are asked for. 

The cottage otcupied by Dong Gong and 
is keeper is a new three room frame 
bullding facing southwest. In front is 
farm land. and to the east and north is 
a heavy forest. The only human habita- 
tion in sight is one of the wards of the 
smallpox quarantine station, about a quar- 
ter of a mile distant. 

Dr. Knapp’s room is at the east end of

‘ the house and Dong Gong’'s apartment at 


the other end. Between them is the kitch- 
ern, opening into the doctor's room. 
A good cook stove, a refrigerator and a 


sink fitted with modern plumbing appli- 
ances are in the kitchen. In each room is 
a bed, a-table and chair and a lamp. 

A coal shed at the corner of the lot near- 
est the quarantine station will be the re- 
pository for the food and all other nec- 
essaries brought to the leper and his keep- 
er, as well as fuel. 

An attendant at quarantine will make 
daily trips to the coal shed. He will open 
a small wildow in the side of the shed, and 
will deposit the food and other necessaries 
for the day. A slate inside will bear re- 
quests for the next day, written there by 
Dr. Knapp before the time for the visit, 
The bringer of the food is not to converse 
with either of the occupants of the leprosy 
house. 

Dr. Knapp learned cooking during his 
service as an army physician and he will 
prepare all the food for himself and for 
Gong, handing the latter his victuals 
through an aperture in the kitchen wall. 

All kinds of meat, with a variety of veg- 
etables and bakery products, will be fur- 
nished to the two men. ong Gong has 
manifested a great fondness for ponk chopg 
and this will be his principal diet. 

Dong Gong has a sociable disposition and 
would spend most of his time in Dr. 
Knapp’s company if the latter would allow 
him to’do so. Why he is condemned to 
isolation the unlucky Celestial cannot un- 
derstand. 

From his remarks, which are limited by 
his inability to speak more than a hundred 
inglish words, it is evdent that Dong Gong 
has no realzation of the nature of his dis- 
ease or of his inevitable fate, 

‘‘Better’’ is his reply to all inquiries. 
“Go ‘way pletty soon’ is his comment on 
the constantly “widening areas of purple 
upon his face‘and body. 


Before the discovery of his malady last 
August, Dong was one of the proprietors of 
a flourishing laundry on Easton avenue. 
Wah Jim, his cousin, was manager, and 
was well known to the residents of the 
neighborhood for his annual displays of 
patriotism on the Fourth of July. 

Dr. M. F. Engman, to whom Dong ap- 
plied for treatment at a Washington Uni- 
versity clinic, saw that the patient showed 
symptoms uncommon in ordinary skin dis- 
eases. He suspected leprosy, and other 
dermatologists whom he called into con- 
sultation agreed with him. Their opinions 
were sustained by bacteriological tests 
made after the patient had been 
taken in charge by the health department. 
The development of the case since that 
time has further verified the diagnosis, 
from which none of the hundreds of phy- 
sicilans who called on Dong at the old 
City Hall dissented. 

A wholesale burning of shirts, collars and 
cuffs followed among the Easton avenue 
folk. Wah Jim found his stand deserted, 
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and left the city in sorrow. 

Meanwhile the stricken Chinese was 4 
white elephant on the hands of the city 
authorities. Assistant Health Commis- 
sioner Francis, who was in charge in 
Health Commissioner Starkloff’s absence, 
conceived the plan of an isolation cottage, 
and offered $50 a month to anyone who 
would volunteer as nurse. 

Efforts to secure a Chinese nurse were 
frvitiess. Dong’s friend understood, if 
he did not, what was his ailment, and 
from the first moment of his detention he 
became an object of deadly terror to all 
his countrymen in St. Louis. 

Of the five men who applied for the 
place, Dr. Knapp was the only physician. 
For this reason, and because he brought 
recommendations from citizens of high 
standing, he was engaged. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 20, he bade farewell 
to his wife and four children at his home, 
4426 Virginia avenue, and removed his ef- 
fects to the old City Hall. 

“Any disease is incurable until its cure 
is discovered,’’ said Dr. Knapp the day 


before undertaking his task. 

“Tf a cure for leprosy is found, it wiil 
be found by some one who has devoted 
years to the study of an actual case of 
the disease. I am not without hope that 
I may at least contribute to such a dis- 
covery.”’ 

Warnings from the health department 
authorities of the danger of contracting 
the disease had no effect on Dr. Knapp. 
The instance of Father Damien, who sac- 
rificed his life for the lepers on Molokai, 
was cited in vain to the St. Louis physician, 
who said that he would not risk his life 
knowingly, but that he believed his ex- 
periment would be made without peril. 

When Dr. Knapp accepted his position, 
he hoped that he would be allowed to see 
his family occasionally. The health de- 
partment officers did not encourage him to 
believe that this privilege would be grant- 
ed, and they have since decided to withhold 
it. 

Neighbors of the Knapp family protested 
against any arrangement which would al- 
low the doctor to return to his home, and 


the cherished plan of occa@Sional visits to 
wife and children was abandoned. 

Mrs. Knapp, who had been her husband's 
companion in his studies, was without fear 
that he would contract leprosy, and shared 
enthusiastically in his hope that a great 
discovery might result from his long self. 
imposed solitude. 

Dr. Knapp is 40 years old, and is a grad- 
uate of a Detroit medical college. He 
served in the United States Hospital Corps 
during the Spanish war, and was employed 
as surgeon in an Arkansas lumber camp 
shortly before volunteering to nurse Dong 
Gong. 

The isolation house, exclusive of plumb- 
ing, cost the city $540. To care for the 
leper will require an annual outlay of 
about $1200, including Dr. Knapp’s salary. 

The plan of an isolation hause was 
adopted only as a last resort. Health 
Commissioner Starkloff desired te send 
Dong Gong to the Molokai leper célony or 
to the similar settlement in Louisiana. 
Two obstacles prevented the carrying out 
of this plan. The government would not 


> 


consent to the transfer, and no railroad 
or steamboat company would accept the 
Chinese as a passenger under any condl- 
tion. 

To the farmers whose fields surround the 
leper’s acre, the new arrival is an object 
of cautious curiosity. Boys wearing heavy 
boots peer through the high wire fence to 
await the appearance of the Celestial, then 
hurry away lest a chance breeze should 
carry infection. 

The fence is designed to serve a double 
purpose. With the locked gate, it will 
keep outsiders out and the two prisoners 
in. That anyone will seek to visit the 
leper house after the first few days of its 
occupancy is not considered likely. That 
Dong, mild-mannered and patient Oriental 
as he is, may seek some day or night to 
escape is a greater danger.

He is as good a companion as a man in 
his condition could possibly be. And that 
is not saying much. 

He is very cheerful, though even he 
grows tired of the mongtony. He takes 
great interest in the little Chinese reading 
matter which has been sent him, especial- 
ly in some pamphlets from the Salvation 
Army in San Francisco. I wish more mat- 
ter of this kind might be given him. 

From the outset I have been without fear 
of danger to myself. The only way in 
which I could incur danger would be by 
sleeping in the room with the patient or 
by constant careless handling of his ef- 
fects. 

I have been confirmed in this belief by 
the indifference shown by the dermatolo- 
gists who have visited Dong Gong. They 
have handled him freely, more freely than 
I would venture to do, 

I have gone into this matter with my 
eyes open, and intend to stay here as long 
as Iam neéded. If I can learn some new 
facts about the disease, both I and the 
world will be gainers.

Trust,"’ kept up the prices and the farmers

around until they are all under the in- 
fluence of liquor. At such times the towns 
are scenes of bedlam, and fights are*the 
order of the night. It is not safe’ for 
decent men or women to be on the streets. 
The women are insulted in the grossest 
manner, and if a man appears he is like- 
ly to be knocked down, beaten and robbed 
before he can escape. The police forces 
in these small towns are powerless to cope 
with the tramps and the latter do as they 
please. 


Away from the towns and on the farms 
where they may be working the conditions 
are the same. The farmer has to feed his 
help and his. wife and daughters have to do 
the work of the house, as servants ar 
scarce in the rural regions. It is Bist 
women and girls who suffer the most as a 
consequence of the hobo invasion. The 
farmer and such regular men as he may. 
have are unable to do anything with the 
ruffians, who run the farm and the house 
as they please. They hug and kiss the 
women and talk in the most obscene and 
degrading manner to them. Should the 
farmer and his men resent this, it means a 
fight, in which the entire hobo gang takes 
part until the farmer cries enough. Many 
mothers with growing daughters are afraid 
to keep them in the community at harvest- 
ing time, and send them away where they 
will be free from insult and the disgusting 
liberties the hoboes attempt with them. 

“If broomcorn brought $500 a ton,” said 
one of them to a buyer who was re- 
cently down in that section, “there will 
never be any more raised on my husband's 
place while I live. I have put up with 
five years of it, and I am through.”’ 

The harvest has just been completed. The 
weather was ideal and the crop has been 
handled in good condition. Last year 
heavy rains fell during haryest season and 
made the brush red-tipped, but this year 
the brush is of splendid green fiber and 
about as good a crop as ever went on the 
market. 

It takes about two and a half acres of 
ground to raise a ton of brush. It re- 
quires about 32,000 tons of brush to meet 
the demands of the trade every year, and 
the country tributary to Arcola furnishes 
about 21,000 tons of this amount. In fact, 
broom corn is the staple product of Doug- 
las, Coles and Moultrie Counties, and when 
good prices prevail there is a general reign 
of prosperity in the district. Just now the” 
farmers carry themselves with a very in- 
dependent air and smile the smile of con- 
tentment.° 

Broom corn has enriched this country 
and has made the land worth $90 to $125 an 
acre, the product of an acre often 
selling for $0. Many farmers have 
become wealthy through fortunate sales 
of their broom corn crops.

VALUE OF AUTOMOBILES IN WAR 


PARIS, Oct. 4.

N addition to the great advance made in 
| all instruments of war in recent years, 
now comes the adoption of self-pro- 
pelled vehicles for use in warfare. Euro- 
pean governments have awakened generally 
to the importance of automobiles, in ease 
the necessity arises for rapid mobilization 
of forces, for use as ambulances and for 
carrying guns and ammunition. 


It seems that self-propelled vehicles are 
to play an important part in European war- 
fare. The bicycle already has come to be 
a fixture in the French army. Twenty 
cyclist companies are to be formed next 
year. The machine upon which they are to 
be mounted is the invention of the captain 
who this year organized the first company 
of the kind. It can be folded and placed 
cn the back, much as can the foot sol- 
dier’s knapsack, as it weighs only # 
pounds. 

Not long since the automobile owners In 
France received a circular from the artil-

ON THE ILLINOIS RIVER. 
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20,000,000 Pounds Will Be Taken From 


the River 


This Year. 


25,000 Persons Are Dependent for Their Livelihood 
Upon This Industry, Which Is Promoted by the 
State of Illinois and Has Become the Great- 
est Fishery Within the United States, 

Save That in the Columbia River. 


yielding $625,000 to 5000 professional 

fishermen and aifording a livelihood 
for 25,000 persons, is the remarkable record 
for 1901 of the Illinois river. 

Of all other American rivers, the river 
Columbia with its wealth of salmon, ex- 
cepted, none has fisheries equaling these of 
the Illinois. 

‘ishing is a great industry on this river, 
which is wholly within the state of Illinois. 
It is the life of a hundred river towns; it 
lattices the river with seines and nets; it 
gives (00 loaded cars a year to the freight 
business of the railroads, and thousands of 
barrels and boxes of freight to the rail- 
roads and steambdats; it costs the state of 
Illinois $12,500 per annum in regular appro- 
priations for protection and promotion, and 
requires the constant attention of an at- 
tache of the United Stutes Fish Commis- 
sion. 

Twelve years ago the total catch of the 
Illinois river fishermen was a_ million 
pounds. The buffalo, which had for years 
been the staple fish, was disappearing. The 
number of. professional fishermen on the 
river had dwindled in a few years from 

many hundreds to a few hundreds. The 
disappearance of the buffalo became a seri- 
ous blow ‘to the valley, for the Illinois had 
little with which to sustain its towns if it 
lost its fisheries. 

In this time of need 8. P. Bartlett brought 
to the river from the United States fish res- 
ervoirs many thousands of hardy little Ger- 
mana carp. He liberated them in the Illinois. 
In a year the little carp had grown to weigh 
two and three pounds; in two years they 
weighed five; in three years they went into 
the sloughs and bays and lakes and de- 
posited their spawn; in four years the river 
was alive with carp; for no other fish 
brings forth such broods. Fifteen thousand 
eggs is an easy matter for a carp, and 
the little fishes that hatch are the hardiest 
known. 

The carp saved the fishing industry of 
the Illinois river. It made it a bigger in- 
dustry each year. Last year it made the 
total catch 14,000,000 pounds, or 14 times a8 
great as the catch of 12 years ago, when 
the carp was unknown on the river. This 
year the catch will reach 20,000,000 pounds, 
and next year it will be larger still, for the 
carp multiplies, despite “nets and seines, 
despite drouths and cold winters and fish- 
ermen’s skill. 

Nine-tenths of the fishes taken from the 

Tilinois river this year were carp. The 
buffalo, despite every endeavor to save 
them, have almost disappeared. The bass 
and croppie, catfish and perch, though nu- 
merous still, are nothing in comparison 
with the carp. The whole fishing industry 
upon this exceptional river is the taking 
and shipping of carp. If the carp should 
become extinct this year the fisheries of 
the Illinois river would be nothing; 25,009 
persons would fail of their means of sub- 
gsistence; a hundred towns would be de- 
prived of their chief support and the state 
of Illinois would abandon its appropriation 
of $12,500 a year for fisheries. 
- §. P. Bartlett, the man who introduced 
the carp in the Illinois river, is prominerr 
“¢n his work. He has been an attache of 
the United States fish comminssion 724 
years. He has been at the head of the ILlli- 
nois fisheries for 20 years. He was the 
superintendent in charge of the splendid 
exhibit for which the Fisheries building 
was built at the Chicago Fair. He is an 
expert in fish—a practical ichthyologist. 
His introduction of the carp in the Illinois 
river, and his continued insistence in hav- 
ing it there, despite many protestations, 
have made the fishing industry of the river 
what it is today. Certainly this is to Col. 
Bartlett a personal triumph, in the light of 
which it is easily understood why the 
United States government and the Illinois 
Legislature are alike generous in their sup- 
port of his work. 

CoL Bartlett receives no salary from the 
State of lilinois; his salary is from the gov- 
ernment. The Illinois river is one of many 
rivers over which he has control as a 
fisheries expert. But it is the most lin- 
portant of his rivers, and the one to which 
he principally devotes his attention, ior 
here he finds it possible to make fishing @ 
great industry, something he cannot do 
with the Mississippi, the Missouri or any 
other great river because he has not found 
@ fish which will thrive in them as the carp 
thrives in the Illinois. This same carp can- 
not live in these other rivers and multiply 
as it does in the Lilinois, because it must 
have a silow-running, shallow stream, 
which the Mississippi is not, nor the Mis- 
souri. 

’ As the fisheries are a big industry on 
the Lllinois river, so their promotion and 
protection is a big work. Eight months of 
the year a steamer patrols the river from 
Grafton to Peru caring for the fishes and 
enforcing the law. There are nets and 
_geines of unlawful mesh to be taken up 
‘and destroyed; unlawful traps to be 
smashed; dams to be cleared—for no fish 
may be legally teken except with a hook 
within a haif, mile of an Illinois river dam; 
millions of little fishes to be seined out of 
drying sloughs and lakes and liberated in 
the river, where they will not perish in time 


TT veiain MILLION pounds of fishes, 


: of drouth; little game fishes to be taken 
_ from the river and distributed among many 
- hundreds of lIilinois lakes, creeks and 


ponds; violaters of the closed season for 


; seining to be prosecuted—for no fish may 


be lawfully taken out of the Illinois river 


with a seine between the first day of April 
ie ‘@nd the first day- of July. 


‘The patrol boat is a fell destroyer for the 
_ violator of the law. Every net or seine 


4 used in the river must measure two inches 
> a the ‘mesh without stretching, and many 


they are to serve, and in the thaties T)li- 
nois every net may be either seen from the 
surface or located by the poles ahd buoys 
which enable the fisherman to find it him- 
self. The seines are even more easily ex- 
amined. They must be hung up to dry 
after using, and a haul with one of them is 
ordinarily a work for six or eight men 
from one to two hours. The patrol boat, 
having no running schedule and running 
rapidly on a crooked river, swoops down 
upon the violator of the seining law too 
quick for him to hide his seine. A big 
seine represents a vast amount of work 
and an outlay of several hundred dollars, 
but the crew of the patrol boat is without 
mercy when the mesh is under two inches. 
Col. Bartlett made many bitter enemies 
when he secured the adoption of these laws 
and enforced them, but the good he has 
wrought has neutralized all bitterness 
now. 

The last Lllinois Legislature approariated 
$6000 for the reconstruction of the fisheries 
patrol boat. This new steamer Col, Bart- 
lett has named the Illinois, after his favor- 
ite river. She is a beautiful craft of 402 
pounds burden, light draft and _ very 
fast. She made her first trip up the Iill- 
nois last week and by invitation from Col. 
Bartlett I was his guest on the trip. I 
boarded the Illinois at Grafton and went 
as far up as Peoria, enjoying the hospital. 
ity of a splendid host and seeing the fish- 
erles of the river and what is done to pro- 


mote them as they may only be seen at the’ 


side of the man who has done so much 
to make them. 

In those 200 miles up the Illinois I saw 
the fisheries at their best. The channel was 
Jined with the round hoop nets that are 
set with a buoy. The shores were dotted 
with the fishers’ homes. The fishing held 
first place in the commercial affairs of the 
river towns. Fishing engaged the men and 
boys and maintained three-fourths of the 
people of the valley. The patrol boat 
steamed through a never-ending fleet of 
little launches and rowboats bearing seines, 
nets and fishes. Gangs of seiners worked 
in the sloughs and bays. Cars were loading 
with crated fish at the towns which have 
railroads, and here and there were pens 
in the water's edge where hundreds of thou- 
sands of live carp and thousands of turtles 
awaited the good prices of the early winter 
market. It was a voyage through a fishing 
community such as few ‘persons in the 
United States would suppose existed along 
any river save the Columbia, with its 
wealth of salmon. And all this within a 
few hours’ ride of St. Louis—the beginning 
of it distant from St. Louis but forty 
miles. 

I found the first evidences of the Illinois 
river fisheries at Grafton. Fishing rigging 
was strewn along the river front for a 
mile. There were row boats and little 
power boats, nets, seines, fish boxes, tar 
pits and lines. For miles up the river we 
met the Grafton fishermen coming in from 
their morning lift at the nets, their boats 
filled with the catch, thrown loose under 
the seats, and oftentimes the black tarred 
nets heapened high on the stern. The net 
men go twoina boat. They may be known 
as far as they may be seen, for no other 
boatmen row as these men row, with the 
long, slow, unchanging stroke. The seiners 
go four, six and eight in a boat, according 
to the length of their seines. The seines 
are ordinarily taken out in a little power 
boat, and the Illinoig river has' a great 
fleet of these. There are naphtha bdéats, 
gasoline boats, steamboats and electric 
spark boats, using side wheels, stern 
wheels and screw propellers. 

The fisherman of the Illinois is orginarily 
an American; he is tanned and hard as 
Bessemer steel; he wears rubber hip bots 
and a crush hat, smokes a pipe and loves 
his work; he is out before daybreak and 
off to the nets; his is a hard work and in 
winter a cold work, but he is a hardened 
man; he lilves in a comfortable frame 
house, sends his children to school, makes 
more money than the average city me- 
chanic, has his own fishing territory, where 
no fellow craftsman may without trouble 
lower his nets, is a good citizen and a 
taxpayer, and a hale fellow well met. He 
is, perhaps even more prosperous than the 
farmer, fog no bug or blight can inter- 
fere with his carp, and he is sure of his 
crop. 

After a few years of fishing and care of 
his earnings, the fisherman becomes a deal- 
er, buying more fishes than he catches; 
and not infrequently he becomes one of 
the princes of the fisheries, who may be 
found in every one of the Illinois river 
towns. John A. Schulte of Havana began 
as a poor fisherman on the river; now he 
is worth $75,000, and he may sit on the 
hills at Havana and see his boats come 
in as any other merchant prince. I saw 
one of his interesting properties at Clear 
Lake—a pen in which he is holding 175,000 
pounds of live carp for the good prices 
which the winter will bring. M. H. Ship- 
pey of Browning is another of these men. 
I saw a turtle pen in which he is holding 
6000 turtles for the winter market. He 
buys them from the fishermen through the 
fall and summer at 25 cents a dozen, and 
sells them in the winter for $1 a dozen. 
There are many of such turtle pens. The 
turtles go to all the big American cities. 
They are sold for what they are—saft 
shells, snappers and sliders—and served as 
mock turtles, terrapin and rare delicacies 
from the Gallapagoos. There is doubtless 
a world of deception concerning the entire 
product of the Illinois river fisheries, but it 
is not the fishermen who deceive anyone. 
They are compelled to label their ship- 
ments honestly, and the carp go out as 
carp. ‘These same carp are served as 
trout, whitefish, red snapper, pompano 
and heaven knows what, but that is noth- 
ing with which the fisherman has to do. 
He sells his carp at 8 cents a pound un-

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dressed. The principal New York, Phila- 
delphia and Chicago houses have their 
agents constanily on the ground to do 
their buying. New York takes two-thirds 
of the output, and Philadelphia is the next 
heaviest consumer.

HE growth of the Illinois river fisher- 
T ies has been the principal triumph 
of my life’s work. I introduced the 
carp in the river against the protests of 
many persons. The carp is a coarse fish. 
People feared we would not find a market 
for it, even if it could be: propagated in the 
Illinois, and others were afraid it would 
destroy the other varieties of fish. Every 
phase of the experiment has been success- 
ful even beyond my expectations. The carp 
has multiplied in the river until it is now 
almost impossible, with proper protection 
during the spawning season, to catch them 
as fast as they increase. They go into the 
Mississippi river but little. It is too swift 
a stream for them. ; 
Since the carp was put in the Illinois 
river, I have seen the industry grow from 
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a million pounds of fish for a year, to four- be handled like the carp. All other varieties and trapped in a thousand unlawful ways. 


teen million pounds for last year and per- 
haps twenty million pounds for 1901. I have 
seen the number of persons engaged in the 
industry increased tenfold. I have seen the 
aggregate value of fishing properties ad- 
vance from a few thousand to more than 
a million dollars, and it is all attributable 
to the carp. 


The carp is not so bad a fish as he ig 
credited with being. The demand for him 
proves that. He is coarser than bass or 
croppie, but he is a big, palatable fish, and 
I am sure that if it were not for the tons 
of these fishes we ship each year to New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago, the poor 
of these cities would suffer for food. A 
zood nany of us eat carp that is good. We 
get it a good deal served as something that 
sounds better, and it is dressed with tasty 
sauces and oils. But all the condiments in 
Christendom make him nothing more than a 
carp. 

There is another reason why the carp 
has made the fisheries of the Illinois river 
what they are and will make them some- 
thing more. No other fresh water fish may 


of fishes taken in the river must be dressed 
before they are shipped and packed in ice. 
The carp simply needs ice. They keep in 
it without. being dressed going from TIlli- 
nois to Boston and New York, and are 
dressed there without the slightest taint. 

The Illinois river fisheries have ‘grown 
until they receive the attention of both the 
State of Illinois and the United States Gov- 
ernment. The state allows us every year 
$7500 for the protection and distribution 
of fishes; $2500 for the maintenance of the 
patrol boat, and $2500 for the expenses of 
three commissioners, none of whom are 
Salaried. The last Legislature gave us 
$5000 for improvements upon our boat. The 
Legislature also gives us strict fishing 
laws, and it is the business of this patrol 
boat and its crew to see that they are en- 
forced. Fishing is like every other in- 
dustry; it has its dishonest followers. If 
this patrol boat should be taken out of 
service for a year and the industry aban- 
doned by the officers of the law, the whole 
commercial structure would fall to the 
ground. The fishes would be seined, netted 


They would be taken in and out of spawn- 
ing season, and a year or so of this would 
destroy the carp. ‘ 


We shall patrol the river now until the 
first of November, destroying every unlaw- 
ful seine, net and trap we can find, and 
distributing game fishes among as many 
ponds, lakes and creeks as possible. We 
have distributed more than 100.000 fishes 
thus far this year. And we have rescued 
from drying lakes, sloughs and bays many 
million of fishes that would have perished 
had they not been taken from these places 
and placed in the river. This is a very im- 
portant part of our work. The water is 
ordinarily high in the spawning season, 


and the fishes go out into the woods and: 


tributaries of the river to deposit their 
spawn. The little fishes are hatched here, 
and when the dry season comes millions of 
them would perish by drouth but for the 
work of rescue we carry on. We seine 
these places and carry the little fishes over 
to the river. You must readily see what 
an enormous difference this work makes 
in the source of supply. ’ 


The fisheries laws of the state have now 
been so rigidly enforced that the 5000 pro- 
fessional fishermen along the river include 
less violators of the law every year. They 
have seen it proven that the protection wé 
give the fishes is what makes it possible 
for so many persons to live by fishing 
along this river. Left alone they would 
kill the goose that lays the golden. egg. 
We protect the goose. We have been do- 
ing it many years. It has made us bitter 
enemies and involved us In ugly fights, 
but we have stuck to it, and now the _ 


ermen are upon our side. 

We have made the protection of the an- 
gler one of the chief. aims of our ‘work, 
The Illinois ig a rich fleld for the angler. 
The Jocks:are among the favorite angling 
resorts of the Mississippi valley, and ‘thou- 
sands of amateur fishermen. visit them 
each year. There is scarcely a time in the 
fishing season when there are not a hun- 


dred anglers camped at the Copperas dam - 


alone. It is for the protection of the an- 
gier that we prohibit the use of seines, 
nets and i within a half mile of any 
dam. :

There was nothing particularly attrac- 
tive about the hotel itself. It is a four- 
story brick affair and before Chamberlin 
took it was the home of Fernando Wood, 
former mayor of Washington and chairman 
of the ways and means committee, back 
in the fortieth congress. A long, narrow 
hall, tastefully decorated with pictures of 
famous artists, race horses, fowls, cham- 
pagne bottles, etc., leads from the Fif- 
teenth street entrance back toward Four- 
teenth street to the little inclosed bar in 
the rear smoking room. 

Every picture in the Chamberlin Hotel 
was presented to the host, either by the 
artist who made it or the man or woman 
whose likeness it portrayed. He took great 
pride in these pictures; and his especial 
favorites were portraits of President Ar- 
thur, the late Gen. Mahone, Col. William 
F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) and Edwin Booth. 


There have peen many political secrets 
told and many ‘“‘deals” discussed in the lit- 
tle “picture gallery’’ above the main cafe 
in Chamberlin’s place. And there have been 
other deals there, too—deals in which flush- 
es, pairs, triplets were sought and some- 
times found. There poker games were noted 
more often for the prominence of the play- 
ers than for the amount of the stake, but 
there are many senators and cabinet offi- 
cers who have lost more than a year’s sal- 
ary at one altting in these “quiet little 
games.”

ly after the death of the genial Chamber- 
lin, there has been less of this sort of thing 
than formerly. 


Perhaps the best story teller that ever 
frequented Chamberlain's was ‘Private 
John” Allen, of Mississippi. Allen had 
a fund of stories which he gathered from 
all parts of the country, and he used to 
delight in sitting with a party of friends 
and spinning yarns. Senator Vest of Mis- 
sourl was another good story teller; so was 
the venerable John P. Jones, of Nevada. 

There have been one or two “scenes” In

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AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF THE EMIR, WHICH REACHED AMERICA 
LAST WEEK AFTER HIS DEATH ELEVATED HIS SON HABIDULLAH 
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He tells of a work of progress in his country as marvelous as that accomplished 
by the great men of Japan in their country and all due ‘to his own initiative and 
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BDUR RAHMAN, Emir of Afghani- 

A stan, whose life story is like a new 

tale of the Arabian Nights, is dead 

at the Afghan capital of Kabul, and Habi- 

dullah, the eldest of his sons, reigns in his 
stead. 

Modern history is scarce enlivened by 
another such intensely interesting charac- 
ter as the dead Emir Abdur Rahman, who 
lived, builded and ruled by the sword. 

He was the wonderful old man of tus 
mountains. Most warlike of Oriental rulers 
ard most resourceful of militarists in the 
East, Abdur Rahman ruled for 21 years an 
empire whose warlike tribes he had him- 
self subdued and whose principalities ce- 
mented. He gained his throne because his 
own personal power made it a throne that 
without him or for any other man could 
not exist. By dint of an iron rule and a 
hundred fierce battles, he said: ‘‘Here are 
the boundaries of Afghanistan,’’ and it 
was so. His empire was coveted by Rus- 
sia, England and Persia, and he accom- 
plished its preservation by holding it as 
he held himself, with loaded pistols and 
two loaves of bread for a hasty meal in 
his pockets, a horse standing constantly 
before his doar, and gold for his needs 
sewn in his saddle—a king and his country 
crouched and ready to spring. 

The life story of Abdur Rahman shall al- 
ways be doubly fascinating because, with 
the ingenuousness of a child, he has told 
it himself. His autobiography was pub- 
lished in London this year. It is the story 
of a truly extraordinary career, and such 
is the simplicity of its relation that one 
has no thought of vanity to read this, ‘I 
have made a good king,’ and scarcely a 
severe thought of him to read that ‘In 
putting down this rebellion I found it 
necessary to blow 5000 men from the guns 


y and to build, with the heads of all slain 
and captured rebels, 


towers before the 
principal towns in the place of revolt, that 
the people might know me as king.”’ 
When death a few days ago removed Ab- 
dur Rahman from the mountainous theater 
of his active life there was lost to the em- 
pire he ruled its maker and mightiest de- 
fender. That there is an Afghanistan at all, 
that it is neither a principality of Russia or 
a colony of England is due to the dead Emir, 
-He attracted attention as a warrior when 
yet a boy. In his young manhood the many 
principalities which now make up the em- 
pire of the Afghans were ruled by power- 
ful khans who not only Sefused to acknowl- 
edge the sovereignty the Emir, but 
sought each in his own Wars to become the 
Emir himself. 


When Abdur Rahman became 22 years of 
age his grandfather, Dost Mahomed, was 
Emir. The empire had no boundaries: it 
was in a state of almost continuous war; 
one year it was quite a country, and the 
next it was very small, according to the 
whims of the several governors leading in 
and out of the empire their several states. 

Abdur Rahman had a passion for arms. 
He cared for no other study, and spent a 
year in prison and chains because he ran 
away from the school in which he was to 
learn to read and write. He was brought 
out of this humiliation to become the com- 
mander-in-chief of the Afghan army be- 
cause his country was in need of a military 
Moses and his genius in arms had so im- 
pressed everyone but his own father that 
his accession to command was in compli- 
a@nce with a popular demand. On the day 
that Abdur’s father, vexed that his son 
would not learn to read and. write, ad- 
vanced him to the command of the army, 
whe exclaimed to his assembled military 
leaders: 

“I give you my lunatic son to be your 
chief!’’ 


The young man’s father lived long enough 
to heartily regret this remark, for his lu- 
natic son proved himseif not only the great- 
est warrior of his country, but its wisest 
Man and savior as well, putting down re- 
‘bellion after rebellion with such an ex- 
traordinary series of military brilliancies, 
and throwing out and so firmly establishing 
the boundaries of Afghanistan that he was 
himself crowned Emir amid much popular 
acclaim. 

There is a fascinating jingle of Orient- 
alism in theself-told story of this Abdur 
Rahman. Muslim, prophet, story teller and 


«priest all havea part in it. The court itself 


savors of that of the caliphs of old. The 
activities of the man seem to belong not 
to this age at all, but to a time remote, 


“when a young Macedonian could lead a 


victorious phalanx to the Euphrates and a 
Persian ruler could throw into the field 
6,000,000 fighting men. The dead Emir had 
his harem, his astrologers, his Moham- 
medanism, his slaves, his 40 thieves, his 
dreams and many another thing which are 
mo part of the world as we understand it 
today. He gave his sons and daughters in 
marriage, not as they loved, but as it 
Strengthened his house, and he made his 
Wars upon infidels with all the faith in 
the world that such was his duty as a 
Muslim king.

The uncles 
and cousins of this lady are the heads of 
the ecclesiastical courts at Kabul, Jellal- 
labad, Kandahar, Herat and Balkh, the 
largest towns in the kingdom. 

“The third wife, who has one son and one 
daughter, is the daughter of Shagasi Sar- 
war Khan, my former gentleman usher, 
holding the same post as that now filled 
by Sirdar Abdul Kudus Khan. He was af- 
terward appointed viceroy and governor- 
general of the whole of Turkestan, in the 
place of my cousin, Ishak. He has been 
compelled to retire, unfortunately, on ac- 
count of ill health. Being a distinguished 
Statesman, however, and still young and 
active, he will be of very great service to 
my son if circumstances should require it. 
This lady is the stepdaughter of Shagasi 
Sarwar Khan, her own father was the late 
Loi Naib, once in the service of Amir Shere 
Ali Khan. Her brothers are the only use- 
ful men that Ayub possesses. 

“The fourth prospective wife, to whom 
my son is betrothed but not yet married, 
is a most influential lady, even more so 
than the three already mentioned, so far 
as family is concerned. She is the grand- 
daughter of the late Tmir Shere Ali Khan, 
and caughter of his eldest son, Ibrahim 
Khan, now in India. This is a marriage 
which might unite the two royal families 
to the Kabul throne, namely, the late Shere 
Ali’s family and mine. The union will put 
an end to thé perpetual wars and troubles 
that were always taking place owing to 
the misunderstandings between my father 
and Amir Shere Ali and their descendants. 

“The fifth wife is also of a very noble 
family, and unites my son with Usbeg 
chiefs, as the daughter of Mir Sorabeg, ex- 
King of Kolab, and niece of Sirdar Kudus 
Khan on her mother’s side. 

“The sixth wife is a daughter of the chief 
of the Mangal and Khost provinces. Her 

> 
son, named Hayatullah, is second in age. 

“The seventh wife is the daughter of Ak- 
bar Khan, the Momand Khan of Labpura. 
This alliance unites my son with the most 
powerful tribe of the Momands on the In- 
dian frontier.”’ 


ENGLAND 
AND AFGHANISTAN. 


Abdur Rahman was at the time of his 
death aged 63 years. He had done more 
for his country than any of his predeces- 
sors. He continually refers to himself as 
the lover of Afghanistan, and to read his 
earnest recitals of his endeavors for his 
country is to believe him sincerely desirous 
that Afghanistan remain always an empire 
equal to her self preservation. He realized 
that with Russia and England both covet- 
ing the kingdom, Afghanistan must be al- 
ways alert. For this reason there was no 
day in the 21 years of his reign when his 
army was not Tfeady to go to war. He says 
in one place that his country is a poor goat 
between a lion and a bear. He recognized 
in his youth the necessity for adopting 
modern firearms in his country, and be- 
came himself an expert rifle maker, able 
to make a rifle complete without help. He 
spent big sums of money for machinery 
with which to make ordnance, and he 
erected big factories at Kabul for the man- 
ufacture of arms and all the paraphernalia 
of war. He employed European experts to 
instruct his own countrymen in the manu- 
facture of’ powder, shot, shells, rifles, can- 
non, etc., and penalized the students if they 
did not learn. He became enthusiastic for 
the industrial development of Afghanistan, 
and his industries, singularly enough, had 
no other output than the ordnance, muni- 
tions. and trappings of war. He builded 
throughout his kingdom great magazines 
and store houses which he filled: with war 
Supplies for his army’s need. He imported 
horses more suitable for his cavalry than 
the native horse of Afghanistan, and up to 
the time of his death he was still devoting 
a considerable part of the revenue to the 
purchase and manufacture of improvements 
in arms. He was criticised because he 
built cannon casting factories and built no 
railroads. His reply was that the cannon 
Afghanistan must have to preserve herself 
and the railroads she must not have be- 
cause they would enable her enemies to 
pour armies into a country through which 
they can make no progress against the Af- 
ghans so long as there is no better means 
of ingress than marching through the Af- 
ghan hills. His hope was that he would so 
build up the army of his country that Af- 
ghanistan could throw into the field a mil- 
lion armed and disciplined men, something 
no other country can do. He planned the 
arming and maintenance of this enormous 
military force, and it is not impossible that 
he left the military capacity of the king- 
dom very close to his ambition, for Afghan- 
istan !s an isolated country of which the 
world hears little, and few such military 
geniuses as Abdur Rahman have lived. 

Throughout his autobiography the late 
Emir professes friendhip for England, but 
he was too wise a ruler to relax his vigi- 
lance because of any friendliness he might 
have felt. His caution is indicated in this 
paragraph: 

“I have mentioned that the interests of 
Great Britain and Afghanistan are identi- 
cal, which is perfectly true in effect; but 
as circumstances are liable to change the 
ideas of every nation, my successors should 
not relax any effort or vigilance, They 
should not place their entire confidence in 
the support and help of Great Britain, as it 
is possible that country may see fit to 
change her attitude toward Afghanistan.” 

These lines from a chapter on the expen- 
diture of imperial revenues indicate how 
good a customer he was to some of the 
Europee.n dealers in munitions of war: 

“I have an annual subsidy given by the 
Indian government amounting to 18 lakhs 
of rupees a year. The last-mentioned item is 
generally spent buying machinery and war 
‘materials in’ Europe.” 


forms in his country during his reign. He 
relates many instances of this work. He 
has stopped pilfering in the government 
offices by sealing the books of acounts and 
cutting the hands of anyone who breaks 
the seal holding the pages. It was a com- 
mon trick for employes to destroy pages 
and thus hide evidence of their pilfering. 
He has abolished the law making 300 ru- 
pees the price of a human life and insti- 
tuted another to the effect that a murderer 
is entirely at the mercy of the friends and 
relatives of the murdered person. If they 
choose to forgive him, the government still 
retains a right to grant or withhold pardon, 
Even if the state does pardon him, as well 
as the relatives and friends, he has yet 
to pay 7000 rupees to ransom his life. If 
he cannot pay, his relatives and friends 
may do so. His subjects formerly sent in 
a great mass of complaints in writing. Ab- 
dur Rahman made it compulsory that all 
such communications carry a government 
stamp, a ruling which lessened the volume 
of complaints and added to the revenue of 
the state. According to the old law, the 
Afghan wife was not only considered the 
property of her husband, but the property 
of his whole family and all his relatives, 
any of whom could marry her against her 
wish, Now a widow in Afghanistan is free 
to wed whom she will. Moreover, a awife 
can secure a divorce for cause, and judg- 
ment for alimony may be rendered in the 
courts. A girl married while under age 
may have the union annulled when she 
reaches her majority. Princes of the royal 
family cannot legally contract to pay 
a dowry for more than 3000 rupees, and 
other persons may not contract for more 
than 900. Prior to this adjustment by the 
Emir, there was a great deal of dowry 
juggling in Afghanistan that would have 
made Shylock’s cheek blush like a rose. 


TERROR TO 
EVIL-DOERS. . 


The organized plunderers of: the East 
found a fierce foeman in the old man of 
the mountains. He left a law holding the 
whole people of every village and town re- 
sponsible for the safety of travelers jour- 
neying through the province.

mangled remains lay about, where they 
might be seen and pondered upon by per- 
sons of evil mind. 

The autobiography of Abdur Rahman was 
edited by Sultan Mohamed Khan, an 
educated Persian, who is now the Afghani- 
stan secretary of state. Mohamed Khan 
doubtless had quite a close editorial as- 
sociation with the Emir in the preparation 
of the manuscript, for there are here and 
there in the work some very pretty compli- 
ments for Mohamed Khan. The Emiy did 
not learn to read and write until he was 
more than 20 years of age. He then ap- 
plied himself to it because of a letter 
wich came to him ‘from the first of the 
young ladies to whom he was betrothed. 
The messenger who delivered the letter 
told Abdur his mistress wished. that he 
raad it and answer it himself, permitting 
no one to see either the letter or the 
answer. This was asking a good deal of 
Abdur, inasmuch as he could neither read 
nor write. He relates that his mortifica- 
tion was such that, in the midst of his 
military successes, he wept for shame 
and denounced himself as the most indolent 
youth in his grandfather’s kingdom. He 
went to his tent and put his mind to read- 
ing and writing, and he did not leave it 
until he had read ,that letter and had an- 
swered it with 40° painfully written lines. 
From that time forth he read and wrote 
his own letters. He gave the new Emir a 
thorough preparation for the affairs of 
state to which he is now the heir. The 
young man has for several years held the 
durbars, or public audiences which were al- 
ways a part of the work of his father, and 
he has also been for several years the 
court of last resort in all disputes, his 
father alone having power to go back of 
his judgment. The old Emir speaks of his 
son most complimentarily, recommending 
him as. a good and just man and capable 
of governing Afghanistan with a firm hand 
and clear head. 


ANOTHER 
PETER THE GREAT, 


The following excerpts from his autobiog- 
raphy are interesting because of the light 
they throw upon the life and character of 
this extraordinary man: 

“Before my accession to the throne there 
was no _ typewriting or printing press 
throughout the whole dominion of Afghan- 
istan, and education was so neglected that 
I had to advertise all over the country for 
30 clerks who could read and write their 
own language. I could, however, find only 
three who could fulfill the ‘conditions. 
Praise be to Allah! Thousands of my peo- 
ple can now read and write, and thousands 
of copies of various books furnishing in- 
formation on many subjects, forms of 
papers, promissory notes, stamps, etc., are 
printed and published by the Kabul press. 
Schools are being opened in all the towns 
and in every regiment of the army for the 
education of the people, and, God willing, a 
college will soon be established at Kabul 
for the teaching of various sciences and 
systems of education according to European 
methods."’ 

“The first hospital was established in 1894 
by my court doctor, Miss Lillias Hamilton, 
M. D. This lady was helped by several 
assistants and a qualified English nurse 
whom Miss Hamilton brought with her 
‘from England. Miss Hamilton has also in- 
troduced vaccination, which has been a 
great heip to the children. Large numbers 
of them formerly ‘died of smallpox, and 
many who lived were greatly @isfigured., 
T. method of vaccination has been set 
forth in pamphlet and distributed through- 
out all the country to my people Afghans, 
unlike the Indians, are better content to 
put themselves under the care of Buropean 
doctors. I have seen people go to Miss 
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teing asked what they were suffering from 
they would answer: ‘O, nothing; but I 
might become ‘ll in the future.’ Then they 
would swallow the pills and walk off.” 

“There are so many mines in Afghani- 
stan that it ought to be the richest country 
in the world. I would most strenuously 
advise my sons and successors not to give 
the monopoly of their minerals to any for- 
eigners nor to let their mines be worked by 
any foreign comipanies. They should not 
only refrain from giving any sort of con- 
tracts to foreigners in their country, but 
should not allow Europeans to live in the 
country permanently. The moment that a 
European servant or workman or teacher 
has finished the work for which he was en- 
gaged and has taught the native people 
how to carry the work on without him, he 
must be allowed to return to his own land. 
I would also advise my sons not to listen 
to the people who want railroads and tele- 
graphs built into the country. I know much 
they say is true, but they do not consider 
that by making the country easily accessi- 
tle, foreign powers would not @nd so much 
difficulty in entering and spreading them- 
selves over our country. The greatest 
safety of Afghanistan lies in its natural 
impregnable position.”’ 

‘I may mention that, notwithstanding my 
being so busy in the great affairs of the 
kingdom, I do not neglect the smallest mat- 
ter, so much so that I learned to tune a 
plano from an Englishman, called Dr. 
Riches. I afterward taught some of my 
own people how to tune ‘pianos.”’ 

‘“T dream of nothing but the backward 
condition of my country and how to de- 
ferd it, see that this poor goat, Afghani- 
stan, is a victim at which a lion from 
one side and a bear from the other are 
staring.”’ ” 

“T am still alive, to the sorrow of those 
who seem so anxious to put an end to 
me, as they circulate false reports about 
my death once a week. I did not think 
any man died so many times as they have 
killed me in their imagination.” 

“T am almost continuously ill. My phy- 
sicilans say it is because I work too hard 
and sleep too little. But I love my work, 
and when I am in bed I have still an ac- 
tive brain and can tell others what must 
be done.” 


EVER READY 
FOR WAR. 


“The pockets of my coat and trousers 
are always filled with loaded revolvers 
and one or two loaves of bread for one 
day's food; this bread is changed every 
day. Several guns and swords are always 
lying by the side of my bed or the chair 
on which I am seated, within reach of my 
hand, and saddled horses are always kept 
ready in front of my office, not only for 
myself, but for all my courtiers and per- 
sonal attendants, at the door of my dur- 
bar room. I have also ordered that a con- 
siderable number of gold coins should be 
sewn into the saddles of my horses when 
required for a journey, and on both sides 
of the saddles are two revolvers. I think it 
is necessary in such a warlike country 
that the sovereign, and especially a sover- 
eign who is a soldier himself, should al- 
ways be as prepared for emergencies as a

“T have always been ready to give bat- 
tle or defend myself. In my youth my first 
examination of a town was of its maga- 
zines and military stores. I always had 
my army ready, and many times I aston- 
ished my father and my grandfather by 
answering their inquiries with the assur- 
ance that I could be in the field in four 
hours.”’ 

“Slaves are appointed to some of the 
highest posts in the kingdom. For in- 
stance, Farmamurz Khan, a Chitrali slave, 
is my most trusted commander-in-chief at 
Herat. To tell you the truth, the word 
slaves is only a name, a remnant of old 
fimes. The slaves are the most frusted 
of my public servants. I pay them well 
and arrange their marriage with the daugh- 
ters of the nobility. Otherwise there is no 
such thing as a slave in Afghanistan. The 
buying of slaves is forbidden by law, and 


slaves who have always been with families 
are treated as well as members of these 
families.”’ 

‘“T only pay two or three visits a year to 
my wives and family. My wives visit me 
10 or 12 times each year.’’ 

‘“‘My children are all raised by nurses and 
guardians away from their mothers. The 
children, instead of getting stupid and 
naughty under the spoiling of their moth- 
ers, are properly and carefully trained by 
those who are responsible to me.” 

‘“‘Any person can put his claims before me 
in the following way: He comes to the door 
and reports that he wishes to see me, and 
is invited to come in and tell me himself, 
or to put his grievance in writing and give 
it to the Nazir, his assistant, or to one of 
my court secretaries, or even into the post- 
office. He must write on the cover: ‘Not 
be opened by anyone but the Emir.’ I open 


such letters myself, and, if necessary, I 
write the answer with my own hand.” 
‘‘Praise be to God that I was always fond 
of machinery and manufactures and knew | 
their full value! I knew it was a case of 
having steel to cut 
if I wanted 
on equal terms I must : 
with weapons of the newest pattern and of 
the same kind that were used against me. 
We succeeded in making our first Hotch- 
kiss gun from a wooden model brought inte 
the country, and in the same way we suc- 
ceeded in turning out Maxim, Gardiner and 
Gatling guns from drawings and designs.”

WHAT HAS BECOME OF AH FON 
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He Was‘the Father of Girls White Men 
Were Glad to Marry, Left His Home 
in Honolulu to Visit China © 
and Disappeared.

' K hee 3 has become of Wing Ah Fong? 
Here is an Oriental romance of to- 
day, with the middle of the story 

reading clear in the perpetual sunshine of 

the enchanted islands of Hawaii, and the 
beginning and the end lost in the impen- 
etrable shadows of mysterious China, 

Everybody has heard of the _ thirteen 
beautiful Ah Fong girls of Honolulu; of 
the marriages they have made and of those 
they are going to make; of their charms 
and talents and of the great dowries which 
go with each daughter of the house when 
the time comes for her to choose a hus- 
band. There is plenty of romance in the 
story of the Ah Fong girls, but no mystery. 
The mystery all clusters about Wing Ah 
Fong, the father. Mysteriously he appeared 
in Honolulu from China, created a vast for- 
tune and then was mysteriously reabsorbed 
into the Celestial Empire. 

The girls having married into the army 
and navy, and the Ah Fong home in Hon- 
olulu having been for a long time the cen- 
ter of social life for naval officers visiting 
Hawaii, the family is well known in both 
services; and when the allied forces went 
to Pekin it was hoped that the entry of the 
white barbarian into the ancient city would 
result in some word being obtained of the 
fate of Wing Ah Fong. But not the faint- 
est rumor of the existence of any such 
person as the great millionaire, once of 
Honolulu, was brought back from the “‘Sa- 
cred City.’ From the day, now over nine 
years ago, when the rich planter and mer- 
chant said good by to one of his married 
daughters and her husband at Hong Kong 
and passed over into Chinese territory with 
his only son nothing definite has been 
known of his fate; or, if anything is known, 
it is known to a few who have steadily 
kept their counsel.

Been a Leader of His People 
Their Transformation From Barbarism 
to Civilization and His Wife Is

and most celebrated statesman, 
reached Seattle Oct. 4, and may visit 
St. Louis in the course of a tour which he 
is making of the United States and Europe. 

The marquis came over on the Japanese 
steamer Kaga Maru, which reached Vic- 
toria, V. I., Oct, 2.

Hirobumi Ito (ee-tow) is one of the world’s 
most prominent characters in this day. 
He is foremost of Japan’s statesmen and 
warriors, and to him, more than to any 
other man, is the recent progress of his 
country attributable. He has been likened 
to Xenophon, who led a nation out from 
the wilderness; to Bismarck, the iron chan- 
cellor, and to Gladstone, the great premier. 
He stands at the right hand of his Em- 
peror, and he is a hero among the fify mill- 
ions of Japanese people, though in the days 
when he sought to lead Japan into the light 
of civilization and out of the darkness of 
the isolation in which the Tokugawa dy- 
nasty had plunged her in 1638 and held her 
for 214 years, he was discredited in one of 
the angriest popular movements in the his- 
tory of Japan. 

The story of Hirobumi Ito is the story of 
the awakening of Japan. He was born in 
the province of Choshu in 1840, and he came 
into the political arena just when his coun- 
try needed a progressive man to drive deep- 
er the wedge which the American Perry 
had entered into Jananese exclusiveness in

‘1852. He was 12 years of age when Matthew 
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Galbraith Perry, a brother of the Commo- 
dore Oliver Hazard Perry of Lake Erie 
fame, entered Yeddo Bay with his Amer- 
ican warships and opened by treaty a door 
which had been closed to the whole world 
for 214 years and had been all but closed 
for a time longer than that. 


From the time Perry entered the develop- 
ment of Japan was rapid, but not so rapid 
as the development of the young man Hi- 
robunu Ito. He was educated at the Jap- 
anese schools, and became at early age a 
student of statecraft, so that when he was 
but 24 years of age he was one of the repre- 
sentatives of his country in the negotia- 
tions by which Japan paid the United 
States, England, France and Holland §$3,- 
000,000 indemnity for the murder of citizens 
gf these countries at Shiminoseki, an anti- 
foreiga uprising in which Count Inouye, 
the marquis’ life-long friend and political 
fellow, participated as a hater of .the for- 
eigners, and from which Ito himself is 
credited by a writer in the Century Maga- 
zine with having been not very far distant. 
The story of Ito’s career since that time 
is remarkable for the national and interna- 


* tional importance of the man’s undertak- 


ings and for the close analogy which his 
personal story bears to the story of the 
new Japan. Ito stood for the civilization 
of Japan. If he advanced a step, he 
dragged Japan with him; if he leaped 
ahead, he carried Japan with him; if he 
ran he carried Japan as he went, and few, 
indeed, are history’s instances where a sin- 
gle man had so much to do with the prog- 
ress of a country as Ito has had to do with 
the uplifting of Japan. 

As young men, lto and Inouye ran away 
from Japan when no subject of the Mikado 
was privileged to leave his native land. 
They were of the aristocracy, yet they 
worked their way westward before the 
mast. They visited England, where they 
remained a year, absorbing the spirit of 
civilization and marking the things cf 
progress in which the west eclipsed Japan. 
They hurried back, crying out that Japan 
gould no. longer exist as a separate em- 
pire did she not open her eyes and embrace 


givilization, and their alarms found loag- 


ment in such excellent and influential Jap- 
anese brains as that of Prince Sanjo Son- 
eyoski, subsequently a chancellor and 
prime minister of his country. 
Anti-foreign when he went away, and a 
supporter of the Shogunate, as the usurp- 
ers of the throne of Japan were Known, ilo 
returned from England the most aggressive 
advocate of alienism Japan had ever had. 
He assisted in restoring the rightful ruler 
to his throne, won this sovereign to his 
view of the needs of Japan, and threw him- 
gelf into the work of introducing European 
and American methods with that power and 
enthusiasm characteristic of great men. 
_ By sheer personal aptitude as a leader, 
Ito ascended to the premiership. He fa- 
thered the new constitution which has 


made Japan a civilized country, and led 


the tight for its adoption. He urged the 
construction of a bigger and better navy. 
He caused the Emperor to dismiss two 
diets because they would not adopt his re- 


forms. He came to the United States to 


investigate our system of coinage in 1871, 
and established a mint at Osaka. He prac- 


ticeed a masterful eclecticism in his adop- 


tion of western methods, giving Japan 
what he judged to be the best of all he 
gaw. He gathered strong men around him, 
and they worked together with the single 
thought that Japan must be born again. 
At first, greedily assimilating the alienism 


urged upon them, the Japanese people 


were presently nauseated with it and re- 
volted. They put Ito out of power, and it 


Was two years before the Emperor could 
" restore him. Recalled to the premiership in 
im, he was made chief of the Japanese 

war forces when the war with China broke 
paves in 184. His triumphs here astounded 
the world. He commanded the fleet which 
crushed the Chinese navy at the mouth of 
the Yula river, and received from Admiral 

the.sword of the combined land and 


aval forces of China at Weli-hai-weli, 


upon the arms of the Mikado a 
Jaster which not only elicited the admira- 


tion of the whole world, but is credited by 


with having had more to do 
the awakening of the Japanese to 
national possibilities than any other 


ciation upon the part of his countrymen, 
and has enjoyed an uninterrupted distinc- 
tion as the first statesman and warrior of 
Japan. He is now 61 years old, with in- 
telligent features, a dignified mien and a 
world-wide fame. A writer in the current 
mou of the Century Magazine says of 
im: 


If one wished to sum up Japan in a 
word, it would be Ito. To him the Em- 
peror bas given that confidence he has al- 
ways reposed in some of the men who 
have made him a throne instead of a 
cloister. Nothing that concerns the wel- 
fare of Japan is beneath his notice. It 
was he who persuaded the empress to in: 
troduce foreign dress at court. To him is 
due the douleur of that lady- who wore 
her corset upside down until rightly ad- 
vised by the American women to whom she 
confided her distress. The astute politician 
argued, “‘Until we can break down the 
obvious ‘barriers of dress we will be re- 
garded not only as orientals, but as Asi- 
atics, and the consequent prejudice will 
stand in the way of Japan's progress.’’ 


Ito has been a power in Japan for slight- 
ly more than a quarter of a century. In 
this lapse of time the progress of Japan 
has doubtless been the most rapid in- mod- 
ern history. The Japan which Ito left when 
he boarded the Kaga Maru for the United 
States a few weeks ago is as much un- 
like the Javan of his youth as the night 
is unlike the day. The difference amounts 
to that—the nighi and the day. 

The Japan of Ito’s youth was a forbidden 
land. Almost 200 years béfore the Toku- 
gawa dynasty had adopted:a policy of com- 
plete isolation from the world. Prior to 
that time there had been some foreigners 
in Japan, notably the Dutch. The policy 
of isolation excluded every foreigner save 
a few of these Dutch. Then, from 1638 un- 
til 1852, when Commodore Perry came, and 
until 1867, when Ito and Inouye returned 
from England to revolutionize, Japan lay 
as within a great wall, her ports closed 
to civilization and every great progressive 
influence that might have been hers. 

The Japan of this era had no ships, It 
had no navy, no merchant marine. It had 
no communication with the outside world 
save what was smuggled to and fro by 
some of the Dutch in the north. Japan 
was at this time a country of from twenty- 
five million to thirty million souls. It had 
an impotent military, fierce factional pol- 
itics which embroiled the several clans in 
civil wars and made the Emperor a figu- 
rative head instead of a ruler. 
foreigners, and engaged in several attacks 
upon them which precipitated upon its 
head a wrath which several times neces- 
Sitated the payment of heavy indemnities. 
It had neither exports nor imports. It 
had no coinage. It was without industrial 
development. It worshiped Buddha and 
Shinto, and, while no Christian missionary 
could gain a foothold on the island, it had 
70,000 Buddhist temples and 190,000 Shinto 
shrines. 

The Japanese people were ignorant. They 
had little industrial skill, and were ruled 
by factional leaders more than by their 
Emperor. Universities and colleges were 
almost unknown. It was forbidden to any 
subject of the Mikado that he leave his 
1rative land, and generations of Japanese 
lived and died without knowing how far one 
half of the world had progressed beyond 
Japan. 

So much for the Japan of Ito’s youth. 
The Japan he left a few weeks ago is the 
same yet another land. It has one of the 
world’s finest and most powerful navies, 
with an enrollment of 120,000 men. It has 
an army of such discipline and technical 
skill that its work in the Chino-Japanese 
war of 1891 and in the more recent march 
upon Pekin challenged the admiration of 
even the most progressive Caucasians. 
Japan can throw into the field an army of 
150,000 disciplined men. The new Japan has 
schools, colleges, universities, a merchant 
marine, manufactories, heavy imports and 
exports, a great many foreigners, thou- 
sands of miles of railroads, electric street 
cars—bought in St. Louis—electric lights, 
telephones and telegraphs. It is not abreast 
of the more progressive countries, but it 
is almost abreast and wonderfully ad- 
vanced from what it was thirty and forty 
years ago. It has a proud place among 
the nations, a voice in international af- 
fairs. The world regards its people now 
as Japanes2, where for so long they were 
rogarded as Mongolians and Asiatics. There 
are 22,000 Christians at Nagasaki alone. 

The traveler entering Tokio today sees 
another Tokio than that which Perry ap- 
proached with his warships in 1852. He sees 
buildings of English architecture, for all 
the government buildings and many private 
structures have been built in the archi- 
tecture of the West. He hears the clang 
of trolley car gongs, the puffing of engines, 
and many Japanese speaking English, Ger- 
man and French. He finds Japanese men 
and women tn European dress, and sees 
very little of the old methods of Japanese 
life. Even the police system is modeled 
after the American and the French. The 
collegos and universities are German, Eng- 
jish and French. The form of government 
itself is distinctively German. There are 
European officers in the army and navy, 
and American and European experts in the 
army and navy offices. There is a Scotch- 
man at the head of the big shipyard down 
at Nagasaki, and many another European 
and American holds a post of importance 
in Japan. It ig from these people the Jap- 
anese learn the ways of the West, and it 
is not to their credit’ that visitors to Japan 
should agree that as fast as the pupils of 
these instructors become as proficient as 
the teachers, these foreign instructors are 
dismissed, the result of this policy being 
that where several hundreds of Americans 
and Europeans were engaged with the Jap- 
anese army and’navy a few years ago, 
there are but a very few hundreds in this 
same service today. 

It was the Marquis Ito who assumed the 
inftiative in this westernization of Japan. 
He it was who secured Englishmen; 
Frenchmen, Americans and Halians to give 
Japan a good army and a good navy. It 
was Ito who led the importation of the 
German form of government, who made 
the government. buildings English and the 
medical colleges German, the police system 
French and many another thing American, 
= — yaee erled, “Shame on us. 


It hated, 
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we ape the foreigners,’’ but Ito, Inouye and 
the men affiliated with them heeded no pro- 
test and did their work. 

Ito is not only the great man of the new 
Japan; but he fs the greatest of the great. 
His fame is even greater than that of the 
Count Inouye, his friend and fellow in al- 
most every step of his career. Ito and 
Inouye have been called the Damon and 
Pythias of Japan. They are exceptional 
in Japanese politics for the reason that 
both came from the same clan, having 
been, in the days before they solidified the 
empire under the Emperor, retainers of the 
Prince of Choshiu. When Perry entered 
Yeddo Bay and made with the Shogunate 
the treaty which opened the door of Japan 
after 214 years, he left behind him no more 
indignant protestants against the unfaith- 
fulness of the Shogunate than the young 
men [Ito and @nouye. And when they re- 
turned from England to revolutionize their 
backward country, their change of faith 
so angered their countrymen that they were 
crdered killed. Inouye was left for dead by 
assassins and Ito only escaped through the 
quick wits of the woman who is now his 
wife. _This story of Ito and the Geisha 
girl is told in all the sketches of the mar- 
quis’ career. A recent treatise of Ito re- 
lates it in this way: 

“The Marquis Ito’s adventures were even 
more romantic than those of Inouye. Pur- 
sued one night by his opponents, he fled 
to the oe of a dancing girl. The floors 


of Japanese houses are covered with mats 
closely fitted, but the boards of the floor 
beneath are left loose that the air may pas; 
through and keep the mats dry. The quick- 
witted girl lifted a mat and bade the young 
Ito hide beneath the floor. Replacing the 
mat, she drew her brazier of coals over it, 
disposed her cushion, and when the pur- 
suers entered she was placidly' seated, 
warming her hands over the coals. They 
searched the house and dragged the girl 
about the room by the hair to force her 
to tell where her lover was hidden. She 
denied all knowledge, and they, not believ- 
ing that a geisha girl would remain faith- 
ful when her hair was thus pulled, ac- 
cepted her statement and left the house. 
The faithful girl is now the Marchioness 
Ito, the dignified chatelaine of Oiso. If 
this story is apocrypal, it is not believed to 
be so in Japan, where it is constantly re- 
lated.’’ 

From what extreme of opposition Ito and 
Inouye came to be the leaders in the trans- 
formation of Japan is illustrated by the 
story of the destruction of the first British 
legation built at the Japanese capital. 
Inouye himself led a band of rioters on 
the night before the British representative 
was to arrive, and they burned the place 
to the ground to show the Shogunate it 


could not give foreigners the protection it 


promised. That Ito was a member of this 
band of alien haters is not positively 
known, but it is ventured by a writer in 


the Century Magazine that he was not far 
distant when it occurred. It is one of the 
strane turns of fate that in after years 
Ito hid for his life under the protection of 
these very British. 


The attachment between Ito and Inouye 
has been such that Ito has several times 
made his service to the government con- 
ditional upon Inouye having a place by his 
side. They have represented the two prin- 
cipal factors in the new birth of Japan. 
Ito has been conservatively bold; Inouye 
has been recklessly daring. Nothing for 
the development and uplifting of Japan 
seemed impossible to Inouye. Ito better 
understood the temperament of his coun- 
trymen and exercised a remarkable tact 
and knowledge of just how much reform 
the Japanese could take at a dose. 

The Marquis Ito was by birth of the 
privileged soldier class. But he speedily 
turned his back upon all inherited privilege 
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and sought the uplifting of the whole peo- 
ple of Japan. He has many times visited 


“Europe, and this is his third visit to the 


United States. He has been a close student 
of everything pertaining to the progress 
and civilization of our own country and the 
principal countries of Europe, displaying 
the keenest pleasure in transferring these 
things to Japan. Perhaps the best proof 
of his greatness is the life-long policy of 
cultivating the foreigner for the sake of 
learning from him, a rare trait in a Jap- 
anese not so many years ago. The intel- 
ligent Ito foresaw that antagonizing and 
whipping the foreigner must eventually re- 
sult in the ruin of Japan, and he led his 
country upon the exactly opposite tack. 
His foresight has been the salvation of 
Japan through all his long career. It was 
Ito who counseled the accumulation of 
funds with which to prosecute the ap- 
proaching Chino-Japanese war, and these 
funds had much to do with the decisive 


victory of his country. 


Hirobpmi Ito lives in a beautiful home 
at Oiso, in the seashore just below Yoko- 
hama. He is a marquis by reward from 
the Emperor, European titles being one of 
the miny things he imported for Japan, 
His sovereign has also conferred upon him 
the Order of the Merit and the Chrysan- 
themum. Ito spends no more of his time — 
at Tokio than his affairs of state require. 
His last noteworthy work was the negotia- 
tion of the Chino-Japanese treaty with Li 
Hung Chang. He enjoys more than any 
other Eastern statesmen the confidence of . 
American and European gove ts, and 
lives to see his Japan what he made it— 
a precocious child in the family of nations, 


The Japan of today must be gratifying 
to this extraordinary Easterner, for it is 
nothing less than his handiwork, than 
which few characters in history have 
equaled and possibly none excelled.

His Name Was Only Booker Till He Went 


to School and Then He Realized Other 
Names Were Necessary. 


OOKER T. WASHINGTON, in his 
work, “Up From Slavery,’ tells of

lected his own name.

ROM the time of my earliest remem- 
brance I had been simply 
‘‘Booker.’’ Before going to schocl it 

had never occurred to me that it was need- 


called 


ful or appropriate to have an additional 
name. But when I heard the school roll 
called, I noticed that all of the children 
had at least two names, and some of them 
indulged in what seemed to me the ex- 
travagance of having three. I was in deep 
perplexity, because I knew that the teacher 
would demand of me at least two names, 
and I had only one. So, when the teacher 
asked me wnat my full name was I calmly 
told him “Booker Washington,’’ and by 
that name I have since been known. 
in life I found that my mother had given 
me the name of ‘“‘Booker Taliaferro’ soon 
after I was born. This I revived, 
made my full name “Booker Taliaferro 
Washington.’ I think there are not many 
men in our country who have had the 
privilege of naming themselves. 

The temptations to enter political life 
were so alluring that I came very near 
yielding to them at one time. I saw col- 
ored men who were members of the state 
legislature and county officers who could 
not read or write, and whose morals were 
us weak as their education. Not long ago, 
when passing through the streets of a cer- 
tain city in the South. I heard some brick 
masons calling out from the top of a two- 
story brick building for the ‘“‘governor”’ to 
hurry up and bring up some more bricks. 
Several times I héard the command, ‘‘Hur- 
ry up, Governor!” “Hurry up, Governor!” 
My curiosity was aroused to such an extent 
that I made inquiry as to who the ‘'Gov- 


ernor”’ was, and soon found that he was a 
colored man who at one time had held the 


position of Lieutenant Governor of his 
state. 

I asked an old colored man to tell me 
something of his history. He said that he 
had been born in Virginia, and sold into 
pene, © Re. I asked him how many 
ee ae

and 
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He replied, 
‘*There were five of us—myself and brother 


were sold at the same time. 


and three mules.’’ 

I had always sympathized with the ‘‘Chil- 
dren of Israel’ in their task of ‘“‘making 
bricks without straw,’ but ours in building 
Tuskegee Institute was the task of making 
bricks with no money and no experience. 
With a good deal of effort we molded about 
25,000 bricks and put them into a kiln to be 
burned. All turned out to be a failure; the 
kiln was not properly constructed, nor were 
the bricks properly burned. We began at 
once, nowever, on a second kiln. This, for 
some reason, also proved a failure. By this 
time it was difficult to get the students to 
take part in the work. Several teachers 
who had been trained in the industries at 
Hampton volunteered their services, and in 
some way we succeeded in getting a third 
kiln ready for Durning. It required about a 
week, Toward the latter part of the week, 
when it seemed as if we were going to have 
a good many thousand bricks within a few 
hours, in the middle of the night the kiln 
fell. For the third time we had failed. 

This last failure left me without a sin- 
gle dollar with which to make another ex- 
periment. Most of the teachers advised the 
abandoning of the effort. In the midst of 
my troubles I thought of a watch which 
had come into my possession years before. 
I took it to the city of Montgomery, not 
far distant, and placed it in a pawnshop. 
Returning to Tuskegee, with the help of 
the $15 thus secured, we rallied our rather 
demoralized and discouraged forces and be- 
gan a fourth attempt. This time we were 
successful. Before I got hold of any money 
the time limit on my watch expired, and Il 
have, never seen it since; but I have never 
regretted the loss. 

Bricklaying has now become such an im- 
portant industry at th® school that last 
season our students manufactured twelve 
hundred thousand of a quality to be sold 
in any market. Aside from this, scores of 
young men have mastered the brickmaking 
trade—by hand and by machinery—and are 
now engaged in the industry in many parts 
of the South. 


From Malden, where I was born, to 
Hampton, where I received my early edu- 
cation, is 500 miles. I walked a good share 
of the digtance, 
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I reached Hampton with a surplus of 
exactly 50 cents with which to begin my 
education. The 500 miles had been a long 
journey, but the first sight of the large 
three-story brick school building seemed 
to rewatfd me for all that I had under- 
gone. It seemed the largest and most 
beautiful building I had ever seen. I felt 
a new existence had begun—life now would 
have a new meaning. I had reached the 
promised land and no obstacle could now 
stand in my way. 

On an occasion when I was making a 
trip from jAugusta, Ga., to Atlanta, being 
rather tired from much travel, I rode in a 
Pullman sleeper. When I went into the 
ear I found there two ladies from Boston 
whom I knew well. These good ladies 
were perfectly ignorant, it seems, of the 
customs of the South, and in the good- 
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ness of their hearts insisted that I take a 
seat with them in their section. After 
some hesitation I consented. I had been 
there but a few minutes when one of them, 
without my knowledge, ordered supper to 
be served to the three of us. This embar- 
rassed me still further. The car was full 
of Southern white men, most of whom had 
their eyes on our party. When I found 
that supper had been ordered, I tried to 
contrive some excuse that would permit 
me to leave the section, but the ladies in- 
sisted that I must eat with them I finally 
settled back in my seat with a sigh, and 
said to myself, “I am in for it now, sure."’ 

To add further to the embarrassment of 
the situation, soon after the supper was 
placed on the table one of the ladies re- 
membered’ that she had in her satghel a 
special kind of tea which she wished served, 
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and as she said she felt quite sure the pore 
ter did not know how to brew it propertly, 

she insisted upon getting up and preparing 

and serving it herself. At last, the meal 

was over—and it seemed the longest one 

that I had ever eaten. When we were 

through I got myself out of the embarrass- 

ing situation and went into the smoking 

room, where most of the men were by that 

time. In the meantime, however, it had 

became known throughout the car who I 

was, and I was never more surprised in 

my life than when each man, nearly every 

one of them a citizen of Georgia, came up 

and introduced himself to me and thanked | 
me earnestly for the work that I was try- | 
ing to do for the whole South. This was 

not flattery, because each one of these in- 

dividuals knew that he had nothing to gain 

by trying to flatter me. -

stationed as a pastorjat Batley, Yorkshire. 
Since coming to St. Louis he has been one 
‘of the most regular and enthusiastic mem- 
'bers of the local club. He is a leading 
‘member of the St. Louis Cricket Club team 
‘and played on the team that represented 
St. Louis in Chicago this summer and last 
summer. ee ee 

In this summer’s' contest’ Mr. Duckworth 
made the highest score of any of the local 
cricketers. In one’ match with the Chicago 
Wanderers he made 50'runs, the highest in- 
dividual score of ‘the three games, a par- 
ticularly good showing, * individually, in 


view of the fact that his team lost the en- 
tire three games. 

He is a good, fast bowler and a very 
hard hitter. 

Another minister who is fond of cricket 
is Rev. Mr. George BE.’ Bates, pastor of the 
Maplewood Congrégational Church at 
Maplewood. 

Mr. Bates is a young man, a Canadian, 
and a recent arrival in St. Louis. While a 
student at McGill University in Montreal 
Mr. Bates became interested in the game, 
cricket being played very generally there 
and many of the Episcopal Church con- 
gregations having representative teams. 

After becoming actively engaged in the 
ministry he was stationed at places where 
there were no facilities for following up his 
early practice at the game, but since being 
called to St. Louis he has returned to his 
former pastime with renewed interest. He 
is a frequent visitor at the Forest Park 
grounds and, though he has not yet tried 
for any cricket record, he intends to make 
en effort to secure a place on the St. Louis 
team next season. He is rapidly picking 
up the fine points of the game, according 
to his friends. 

More ministers play golf than cricket, in 
St. Louis, however... Rev. Dr. Daniel Dor- 
chester, the pastor of the Lindell Avenue 
Methodist Episcopal Church, is well known 
in local golfing circles. He is particularly 
well known to the patrons of the links at 
Forest Park. 

Last yvear Dr. Dorchester held the record 
for the old nine-hole course at Forest Park, 
having made the course in 41 strokes. This 
year, however, Dr. Dorchester’s record has 
been broken. Stuart Stickney now holds 
the record, having covered the nine hples 
in 38. Dr. Dorchester is playing regularly 
this summer, however, and took his clubs 
with him on his vacation. 

Rev. Dr. William Short, pastor of the 
wealthy and fashionable congregation that 
worships at St. Peter’s Episcopal Church, 
Lindell and Spring avenue, is the only St. 
Louis minister who enjoys the distinction 
of having won a cup in a local tourna- 
ment. 

Dr. Short captured his golfing trophy in 
the handicap tournament of the Algonquin 
Club at Webster Groves in September of 
last year. The reverend gentleman's golif- 
ing prowess was. not impressed on the han- 
dicap committee .of the Algonquin Club 
when his entry was turned in, and it al- 
lowed him an advantage of 15 strokes. 
Such stars as Burt McKinnie, Bart Adams 
and the Annan boys were in the tourna- 
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ment, and Dr. Short was not thought of in 
connection with the cup. But when the 
cards turned in, it was found that, de- 
ducting his handican, he had a lower score 
than all the other players. It was only one 
pcint lower, however, than the score of C., 
A. @obinson, who also had a handicap. Dr, 
Short has been playing all summer, but 
has not participated in any tournaments. 
He believes golf is excellent exercise for 
the professional man and finds much en- 
joyment in the putting and driving pastime. 

Another promineut minister who plays 
golf is Rev. Dr. Frank W. Sneed, pastor of 
the Washington and Compton Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. Dr. Sneed is a young 
man, tall, handsome and athletic-looking, 
a magnificent specimen of physical man- 
hood. His friends say that he is accom- 
plished in many outdoor sports, rides horse- 
back well and does not even object to play- 
ing second base in a private baseball game 
occasionally, amid the proper surroundings. 
Dr. Sneed is seen occasionally on the links 
of the Field Club at Bissell Station, on the 
Burlington, north of the city limits. 

Dr. Cornelius H. Patton, pastor of the 
Delmar Avenue Congregational Church, 
plays at the Glen Echo Club occasionally. 

Rabbi Leon Harrison also believes in out- 
door exercise, He plays golf and rides a 
bicycle. Dr. Harrison is a member of the 
St. Louis Amateur Athletic Association 
and is occasionally seen on the Forest Park 
links, 

Rev. Dr. W. J. McKittrick of the First 
Presbyterian Church is also a bicyclist. He 
rides it for convenience as well as pleasr 
ure. It is his favorite method of trans- 
portation from his residence, 5097 Washing- 
ton avenue, to his church at Sarah street 
and Washington avenue. 

There are a few Catholic priests who ride 
bicycles, but none of them indulges in the 
practice extensively. 

The one Catholic priest who is most noted 
athletically in St. Louis is Rev. Maurice 
Flaherty, late assistant pastor of the 
Church of the Visitation, Taylor and Eas- 
ton avenues. While a student at Carlow 
College, Ireland, he won the championship 
of the Emerald Isle in weight. throwing. 

After he was ordained a priest, he ceased 
taking active part in athletics. Only once 
since his ordination has he participated in 
athletic games. That particular effort was 
crowned with signal success and will long 
be remembered by those who witnessed the 
event. “ 

It was during the Exposition season last 
year, when athletic games were held in the 
Coliseum. Under the name of M. O'’Flah- 
erty he entered the weight-throwing con- 
test as a representative of the athletic club 
of the Christian Brothers’ College. The 
spectators saw a tall, rather slender young 
man with a serious, handsome face, step 
forward and give the 56-pound weight 
mighty toss, sending it 20 feet and a frac- 
tion. The closest competitor, representing 
‘a turnverein society, pitched it 19 feet. 
When the prize was awarded the identity 
of the new strong man was revealed. 

Rev. Father Martin S. Brenna, widely 
known as an astronomer, was a baseball 
player in his youth. He was a member of 
a leading amateur team in St. Louis. He 
is still a ‘‘fan’’ of the deepest dye. There 
are many other Catholic priests in St. 
Louis who enjoy baseball games and fre- 
quently visit League Park to see the Car- 
dinals. Rey. Father Joseph H. Tettemer 
is one of them. While a student at St. 
Louis University he played both baseba!! 


and football. But, like other Catholic 
priests, his church duties allow him little 


time to indulge in thoe games now.

HE smallest kingdom in the world is 

within sight of the British Isles, yet 

not yet absorbed by that most im- 
perialistic of nations. 

True, it would not add greatly to the 
glory of His Majesty King Edward VII. 
should he despatch his deputy, Mr. Atkins, 
to conquer this smallest kingdom, inas- 
much as it has a population of but twenty- 
seven, and could be wiped out of existence 


in half an hour. 


More ancient than that of any king in 
Europe is the lineage of the sovereigns of 
this lonely island. 

The name of the island ts Yngs Enlli, but 
King Edward knows the kingdom as Bards- 
ley, and marines steer clear of it under the 
name of Bards Island. 

It is at the northern extremity of Cardi- 
gan Bay, in latitude 52 degrees 45 minutes 
north and longitude 4 degrees and 47 min- 
utes west. 

It stands high out of the sea, a rocky, 
inhospitatie coast, and ever one-third of 


its 370 acres of surface is hilly. 

Bardsley Island is separated from the Isle 
of Manx by only a few hundred miles, 

Way back in 516 Cadfan, the Norseman 
of the South, the Stately Oak among the 
Forest Pines, hunted by his enemies, sought 
Bardsley Island as a refuge. He was the 
first King, and the boatload of loyal sub- 
jects which he brought with him became 
the ancestors of the inhabitants of the 
island of this day. 

It was a safe refuge for him then, be- 
cause no one ever came that way. 

There was only one harbor, and that was 
on the southeast coast, and was only deep 
enough for a boat of forty’tons burden. 

Its entrance was guarded by rocks run- 
ning far out into the open sea, and the 
|pathway through these rocks leading up to 
the safe harbor was so winding and so 
dangerous that no one would dare to follow 
‘him,

of the smallest kingdom in the world. 

The currents wind through them in the 
form of whirlpools. The waves beat against 
them, and breaking into spray spring high 
in the air. The sailors dread them with 
all the fear of sudden death, and the island, 
with its small population and its miniature 
King and Queen, live on, century after 
ventury, a happy little family, unmoved by 
the turmoil of the outside world. 

Up on the north side of the island, stand- 
ing out in black relief against the brilliant 
sky, are the ruins of St. Mary’s Abbey, 
founded, some say, by Cadfan. 

The’ stout masonry has long since been 
hidden beneath the ivy vines which nature 


planted, but the roof is fallen In and the 
woodwork is decayed, and the crumbling 
walls of the old abbey are all that ts left 
to remind the people of their founder. 

On the southern end of the island is a 
lighthouse 129 feet above the water. 

Like the old abbey, it too is archaic, and 
instead of the revolving light which we find 
in all modern lighthouses this beacon. is 
equipped with a fixed light which points 
the way through the rocks and the cur- 
rents to the harbor. 

The lighthouse, however, is comparatively 
a modern invention, having been placed 
there about seventy-five years ago by the 
International Navigation Co. to warn its’ 
Dublin steamers from the rocks. 

The smallest kingdom in the world is 
really a republic. 


So far from being the purple-robed po- 
tentate which we might tmagine, the 
present ruler of Bardsley Island frequently 
strips down to his shirt-sleeves and stoops 
to the proletarian labor of digging potatoes 
and gathering crabs ‘which abound on 
the rocky shores, whenever the craving for 
food requires it. 

His Queen, like all the other women of 
the island, assist at these plebilan tasks 
and carries the crabs and potatoes home 
after her lord has dug up or captured the 
sare, aes 7 

Nevertheless the people live sumpuously 
on home-grown barley dread and luscious 
butter and milk, and the King is their 
friend. When he lays aside the regal duties 
of the kingdom he acts as doctor, school- 
master and registrar of births, marriages 
and deaths. , 

So busy are they with thelr own affairs, 
and so far away from the outside world, 
that it is doubtful if they do this day know 
that Queen Victoria is ‘dead, If they do 
know of it, certain it is that they have 
sent no telegrams of condolence, for the 
very good reason that there is not a tele- 
graph pole in the country.

Within a 
very few weeks it has become a big con- 
cern. 

Four officials of the Fair are to be given 
the title director. Two of these have been 
named, They are Isaac 8S. Taylor, director 
of works, and Frederick J. V. Skiff, dl- 
rector of exhibits. The work of these de- 
partment heads is under way. Mr. Taylor 


and the architects associated with him in 
the department are busy. with the plans for 
the buildings, and the ground plan of the 
fair grounds is made..Director Skiff is es- 
tablished at fair headquarters to assume 
personal charge of all the preparation of 
exhibits, and he is already at work with 
those chiefs of exhibits thus far appointed. 
These are: David T. Day, chief of the de- 
partment of mines and metallurgy; Halsey 
C. Ives, chief of the department of art; J. 
Howard Rodgers, chief of the department 
of education; Frank Gaiennie, chief of the 
department of manufactures.. 

All these are salaried’ officials whose 
term of office will not ,expire until the 
Fair shall end. The appointments of oth- 
ers will follow rapidly, until the corps 
of the Loulsiana Purchase Fair builders 
is complete.- The Fair has passed out of 
the period of promotion.into that of crea- 
tion, and from this time forth it will be 
a giant business institution, employing its 
thousands, expending millions and having 
its representatives at work in every part 
of the world.

As a Child She Learned to Imitate Birds and Then Learned 
What Their Cries and Songs Meant, so That Now 
She Can Call Them From Afar, Hold Them Captive 
or Send Them Away. 


Special Correspondence of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

HE secret of bird language has been discoveerd. 

Not by any naturalist, any Thoreau, any Burroughs; but by an 1%-year-old girl who has grown up 
in so intimate a Sympathy with the feathered world that tO her their trills are sentences full of mean- 
ing, their smallest chirp of the most expressive significance. 

Not only that, but she can so closely imitate the bird language that the little creatures are deceived 
into thinking her one of their own kind and reply promptly. 

Miss Rena V. Wright of Fond du Lac isthe wonderful young bird student whose accomplishments have 
only just been made known. 

Scientists everywhere are at a loss to understand her achievement. It is acknowledged that Prof.’ Gar- 
ner, who learned the monkey language, is outdone. Monkeys have but one speech, while birds have a thou- 
sand. 

Miss Wright can chirp like a robin, carol like a lark, twitter like a sparrow and imitate the music both 
of wild and domestic songsters. 

She says she does not remember when she first commenced to listen to the songs of the birds and try 
to understand thém. As a very little girl she was soothed to sleep by the lullabies of the birds in the tree- 
tops, and she noticed that the carol that awakened her in the morning was in a different key from the 
night songs. 

Many years before this bird-lover developed her present powers of imitation she learned that the birds 
talked differently in winter and during the summer months, and that the little ones in the nest had a dif- 
ferent note from the parent bird. 

All these facts she stored up in her memory, and while amusing herself climbing 


trees, wading in 


; 


she raced over the fields, peeped into their nests {n the cherry trees or scattered crumbs for them on . the ri 
snow-covered ground. ‘ 3 

When school hours were over she would take a crust of bread and go to hee favorite tree ina thick grove _ 
back of the house. Under the shade of this familiar friend—it was the one she so often climbed in ° earlier — 
days— she would scatter her crumbs, and then, when a flock of contented sparrows or three or four rob- 
ins had nNuttered down to enjoy the meal, she would endeavor to imitate their musical chirps of content. 

In this way she soon learned the ordinary calls of the home birds, and then developed an ambition | 
reproduce their more complicated songs—the ones they caroled early in the morning or at t mid-day from the e 
lofty treetops. es 

This took a little more time, but she went at the work from a pure love of ft, and no amount of. faflure 
discouraged her. She soon learned the notes of the lark, the brilliant scarlet tanager, the oriole and other 
prime donne in the bird world of music. ; 

It is told of her that on one occasion she visited a house where canaries were raised for sale and A while 


the birds kept silence imitated their song. x 

When she stoppedthe birds tried to show that a mere human could not sing their own song better than . 
they could themselves. 

Where Miss Wright had sung loud the birds trilled and ran through their cadences with all the strength 
stheir little throats could summon. 

Then the girl sang again still louder. The birds exceeded their first effort and trilled till their throats 
seemed almost at the bursting point. But the girl who had stolen their song was still their superior, and 
finally the canaries, almost exhausted, gave up the contest and went to the corners of their cages defeated, — 

For a time, whilethe girl was busy learning the language of «he various species of the bird family, she : 
haunted the woods, and then, after learning the language of the wild songsters, she took to the’ study ot . 


the barnyard fowls. : : ; 

Here she was able to give the roosters points in their early morning vocation, for the best that the 
oldest rooster could do was less artistic than the smallest effort of the Fond du Lac.girl. 

Miss Wright has not confined her studies to “bird talk,” but has delved to a lesser extent into the mys- 
teries of the spoken languages of the various animals. 

She has been successful to a considerable extent in learning the inflection of the tongues used by dogs, — 
eattle and even of cats. But with this additional ability she still prefers the cadence of the canary. to the . 
high “C’’ of the cat. 

Miss Wright ¢an call the birds from the treetops; she can induce them to leave their nests; she cam ~~ 
make them squawk in anger or chirp with delight, and all these sounds she imitates with such . perfection y 
that the voice of the girl cannot be distinguished from that of the ‘bird.

ROM St. Louis to Rockport, Texas, by 
e rail is about 1200 miles and takes 
forty-eight hours of time and from 
Rockport it is a sail of fourteen miles to 
the Tarpon Clubhouse in S8t. Joseph _Is- 
land, near the head of Aransas Pass. The 
island is about twenty-five miles long, and 
is used as a cattle ranch. It furnishes to 
the club members the finest quail shooting 
in the country. 

Three miles of the southern end of the 
island is entirely bare of vegetation—a sand 
bank thrown up by the waters of the Gulf 
of Mexico. At the extreme southern point 
the club has erected its house, where ex- 
emption from mosquitoes is secured and 
the tarpon is caught under the clubhouse 
windows. 

Aransas Pass fs the first deep water 
the migrating tarpon find after leaving 
the southern waters for their spring jour- 
ney to the breeding grounds in the shallow 
lagoons stretching for miles along the 
southeastern coast of Texas. From the first 
warm daysin early spring until the middle 
of November a constant procession of 
tarpon and other migrating fishes is pass- 
ing through this narrow channel and fur- 
nishing sport for the argler. 

The club has a membership of about 400, 
including many of the must prominent 
citizens of the northern and eastern cities 
—New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Cleveland, St. Louis, Den- 
ver and Kansas City, as well as many 
Sport-loving Texans. The clubhouse is 
built on a right angle, each wing 160 feet 
long. The verandas on both floors have 
a length of 450 feet and a width of 14 feet. 
The appointments are simple, but com- 
fortable, and the $40,000 expended by the 
bullding committee has produced splendid 
results for the comfort and pleasure of 
the many who avail themselves of the club 
privileges each year. The club dues have 
kept down to the most reasonable figures. 
The entrance fee is $50 and the annual due 
$25, entitling the member and all hfs family 
to the privileges of tha club. 

Although the waters seen from the club 
veranda teem with fishes of all kinds— 
trout, pompano, Spanish mackerel, jack 
fish, king fish, red fish, flounders and doz- 
ens of others——the attention of the club 
members is almost exclusively devoted to 
the silver king, a8 the tarpon is called. The 
fascination of hunting the tarpon is such 
the angler finds no time at his disposal] 
which he is willing to devote to’ the smaller 
fry. 

Qur St. Louls party of last June caught 
thirty-eight tarpon. We devoted all our 
time to the sport, and had an excellent 
time, the speciméns brought to St. Louts 
being some of the finest tarpon ever taken. 

No other rod and line fishing equals this, 
The tarpon Is the king of game fish. -He is 
unfit to eat, and the greater part of those 
taken in,our club waters are measured and 
released to be eaneht again. But as 


have seen tarpon leap ten feet above the 
water. The leap is. the first movement 
they essay when hooked. They always 
leap a3. many .as_five.or six times, and 
frequently as many as ten. They come out 
of tho water with mouths open and a 
splashing that is quite terrifying to the 
novice. I have seen them leap within a 
few feet of a boat,.and have known them 
to go right over, in one instance a tarpon 
missing only by tnches the man who had 
hooked him. A fish of 175 or 200 pounds 
who will cut eapers of this sort when he 
is hooked is a foeman worthy the fisherman 
of hardest muscles and stoutest heart. This 
may be better appreciated when it is known 
that big tarpon fight desperately all the 
way from one to two and three hours, the

average big fellow holding out almost an 
hour before he may be towed ashore and 
hauled upon the . beach. 

So far as I know, the tarpon is only 
found in the Gulf of Mexico and the waters 
adjacent. It is:a migratory fish, leaving 
the waters of the north gulf shore when 
their temperature falls below seventy de- 
grees and also withdrawing from waters 
which become much warmer than this. The 
fish begin arriving in Aransas Pass in the 
early spring, and in June they spawn in the 
shallow lagoons. I have seen hundreds of 
them in two, three and four feet of water 
in the lagoons near our clubhouse. At 
such times only the males are out in the 
deep water, and fishing is not so good as 
it is out of the spawning season. 

The tarpon fisherman goes out in a 12- 
foot boat with a boatman. The angler is 
equipped with an eight-foot rod, carrying 
a reel with several hundred feet of extra 
heavy silk line. The hook Is very heavy, 
some three inches long, and is secured 


is to leap out of the water. When my big 
fish was hooked, he cameé out in beautiful 
flight, and I had a good view of him. I 
was not trolling with more than a hundred 
feet of line, and consequently was not far 
from the big fish. There is no other time — 
when they are so beautiful as when they 
are hooked and leap out of the water. [ | 
consider them the most beautiful of fish. 
They are long and graceful, swift as a 
flash and capable of great speed. No fish 
Surpasses them in gameness or in in- 
genious device when attempting to escape. 

When my fish shot. out of the water, 
giving me a good view of his six and one- 
half fcet of length and 16 pounds of 
weight, I knew I had a battle royal on my 
hands. 


rare. Ordinarily the fisherman will stay 
with his tarpon and finally land him, 
though the man may be_ worse used ‘than 
the fish. 

The tarpon reaches a length of about 
eight feet, but they are rarely found be- 
yond six feet and a half. The largest one 
taken at our club was caught In August 
of this year. It measured 7 feet 2% inches 
as it lay on the beach. This is the club 
manner of measuring the fishes, as a record 
is kept of all the principal catches. To 
hook the fish up and extend the lower jaw 
increases its length several inches. 

Aransas Pass is a wonderful place for 
fish. I have taken a great many tarpon 
there in the years I have been visiting the 
place, getting sixty-seven there in August 
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with a wire. We generally use a mullet 
for bait. The mullet are plentiful, and wé 
use them some five or six inches long, troll- 
ing with 100 or more feet of line. 

When the fish strikes, the angler answers. 
If the tarpon is hooked the angler is speedi- 


ly to know it, for his fish will leap free 
from the water. Then he will resort to 
the tactics which makes him the greatest 
of game fish. He will race out at in- 
credible speed, pulling the line so fast the 


angler can scarce accommodate him, though 


the boatman always pulls the boat to follow 
the fish, in this way easing the strain upon 
the line. The fisherman gives him line when 
he runs and reels in whenever he stops. 
There must be no cessation of hostilities 
until the fish is beached. He must be 
permitted no breathing spells. The work 
becomes very exhaustive to the fisherman 
after a few minutes, but he must hang 
on. Most men will not yield. I have known 
a few to give up the fight and permit the 
fish to escape, but these instances are 


UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR TELLS 


THE BEST WAY TO MAKE A SPEECH 


By PROF. BRANDER MAT- 
THEWS of Columbia University. 


HEN a man has something to say 
W and when he has an opportunity 
to say it, there are four methods 
of making a speech for him to select from. 
A. He may write out his address and 
read it from manuscript held in his hand. 
B. He may write out his remarks and 
commit them to memory. 

C. He may write out his opening words, 
his closing sentences, and such other. saliént 
passages as he wishes to make sure of, 
while extemporizing the rest. 

D. He may extemporize the whole,. ap- 
pearing before the audicnce with no visible 
inanuscript, and apparently talking out. of 
the fulness of his heart. 

Each of these methods has its advantages 
and its disadvantages. Each has points of 
superiority for certain occasions, 

Each requires about an equal expenditure 
of time and trouble. 

Whatever the methods chosen, the speaker 
must make up his mind, first of aH, 
just what it is he wishes to get into the 
minds of his hearers. 

He must decide on the best means of 
achieving this end. He must pick out’ his 
point of attack, mass his arguments, and 
move straight forward to the assault. 

The first method is. to write out his ad- 
dress and to read it from manuscript boldly 
held in the hand; For an inexperienced and 
timid speaker this is probably the most ad- 
visabie, as it is the easiest. 

Its advantage is obvious; the speech is 
ready, and all the spedker has to do is to 
read it the best he can. 

Its disadvantage is equally obvious; read- 
ing is not speaking; and the reader loses the 
potent effect of iooking at his hearers and 
holding thém. with the impelling power of 
the eye. . 

A reader can never.get as intimate with 
the audience as a speaker can; and to read 
When the audience is expecting an address 
scems roundabout to fome and tedious. 

A colleague of mine at Columbia main- 


tains that for a professor to read a lecture 
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Yet there is much to be said in favor of 
the frank and open manuscript. On an im- 
portant occasion, a dedication, for example, 
or a commemoration, a manuscript is the 
outward and visible sign of adequate prep- 
aration; its presence seems almost to be de- 
manded by the dignity of the event. 

And the inconvenience: of a manuscript 
can be reduced to a minimum by adopting 
a couple of simple devices—by writing, not 
in the manner of the essay, but with the 
emphasis and rythm of actual speech, and 
by a preparatory study of the manuscript 
until the reader is so familiar with it that 
the words fall trippingly from the tongue. 

The second method is to write out the 
remarks you wish to make, and commit 
them to memory. This is the most difficult 
method of all; and it has been employed 
successfully only by a few consummate 
masters of delivery: 

The result is disastrous if the. hearers 
suspect that the speaker is relying on his 
memory and that his impassioned appeals 
have been prepared at leisure. 

-Its chief advantages are the strain it im- 
poses on the memory _and the histrionic pow- 
er it requires to lend ease and lightness to 
what is really’ cut and dried: 


Its advantage is that in the hands of an 
accomplished craftsman who can write as 
he would like to speak, and who can deliv- 
er the prefiared words as though they were 
the spontaneous generation of the moment, 
the orator can give to what seems an im- 
provisation on the platform all the finish 
and the polish of the essay in the library. 

The third method jis to write out the 
salient passages and. to extemporize the rest 
of the speech. This ts really a compromise 
between the second méagsage and the fourth, 
Its advantages are that it enables the 
Speaker to make Sure that he will say ex- 
actly what he wants to gay, no more and 
no less. 

Its advantages are twofold: It gives the 
memory work to do when the speaker needs 
the help of all his mental faculties, oe pw 
freely, if he is to hold the astentign ¢ 
audience, and it a, an pect 
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sharp break as he passes from one to the 
other. 


John Bright used to write out certain 
parts of his more important speeches. So 
did Mr. Gladstone. Daniel Webster, a far 
greater orator than either of them, had 
stored his capacious memory with argu- 
ments and illustrations that might le there 
for years ready for use. 


The reply to Hayne was not written be- 
fore delivery, either as a whole or in part, 
but it certainly contained more than one 
mighty passage, the wording of which had 
been elaborately prepared against. the long- 
awaited occasion. 

He told a friend that the famous figure of 
the British drum-beat, “following the sun 
and keeping company with the hours,’’ had 
come to him one summer's evening at Que- 
bec as the sunset gun was fired on the cit- 
adel, and that he had put it on paper at 
once, sitting on a cannon. . 

Probably he did not think of ft again un- 
til he utilized it impressively in his speech 
on Jackson’s Protest. 

The fourth method is to extemporize the 
whole speech, having no purple patches in 
the memory and no scroll of paper in the 
hand. This may seem to many the most 
difficult of the four; but it is indubitably 
the best. 

In no other way can the speaker get the 
full benefit of a direct personal appeal, as 
of man to man, facing each other squarely.

of this year, assisted by my sons. There 
are times, of course, when they bite 
eagerly.

I had an 
amusing experience one day with a big 
tarpon down at our grounds. I had been 
battling with him for some time. He 
finally became quite exhausted, and moved 
slowly away, towing the boat behind. We 
were some distance from the clubhouse, 
and the fish headed toward it. I could see 
him plainly, having but a short line out. 
By gentle manipulating the pole, I succeed- 
ed in being towed all the way up to the 
club dock, where my wife and children 
plainly saw the tarpon which towed me 
in. 

The tales of tarpon fishing that came to us 
from Florida pictured the patient fisher- 
man waiting day after day, for weeks, for 
the tarpon to strike his bait and hook him 
self; then a struggle of hours with the 
mighty fish, and usually a finish of failure, 
profanity, sore muscles and physical col- 
lapse. If, by good fortune, the angler 
landed one tarpon in a month, he became 
a hero and a graduates I know one en- 
thusiast who fished in these waters eight 
consecutive seasons without securing a4 
fish. 

These accounts did not arouse much en- 
thusiasm for the sport; but since the 
anglers of the Tarpon Club have brought 
tales of trolling for the tarpon with live 
bait, and stories of ten or a dozen strikes 
in oné morning, with all the attendant ex- 
citement; two or three fish taken by one 
man in a few hours; the enthusiasm of the 
spectators ihn the pass as each fish makes 
his strike, — from the water three to 
ten feet, rushes, jumps again and again, 
and puts forth all his mighty strength to 
free himself from the hook and line he 
recognizes as an enemy—when these tales 
are told, the angler feels the rush of blood, 
through his own’ veins, and the desire 
comes to him with great force to’go down 
to the Texas coast and have some of that 
sport on his own rod and’ reel.
